No Quarter for Illegal 
Combinations. 


Actions Commenced Will Be 
Frosecuted Vigorously. 


Favorable Report on Bioht- 
hour Bill—Transporis 
Be Sold. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
ASHINGTON, April 26.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Your correspond- 
ent today had a talk with a gen- 

tleman who is upon terms of intimacy 
with the President and  Atty.-Gen. 
Knox, the purpose being to get at the 
real intention of Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Knox with regard to the two great 
trusts against which they have ccm- 
menced court proceedings. These two 
trusts are the ‘railroad trust in the 
Northwest, and the beef trust in Chi- 
cago. Moves against trusts and pub- 
lic enemies generally are sometimes 
commenced for grand-stand purposes; 
that does not appear to be the fact in 
this case. 

A pecullar thing 3 these anti- 
trust actions is that Knox before he- 
coming Attorney-General was an out- 
and-out trust attorney, and amassed 
his great fortune largely through that 
sort of law practice. His court attacks 
upon trusts, therefore, have not com- 
manded complete confidence in all 
quarters. Nothing is more certain than 
that the Attorney-General has com- 
menced legal action against J. P. Mor- 
gan’s great rafiroad combination with 
the firm purpose of smashing it. His 
action against the meat trust is based 
upon the same determination, and it 
up 
the President and other members of 
the administration. 

Your correspondent’s informant gives 
assurances that the balance of Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's administration will be 


marked by some trust smashing that 
will simply amaze the country. 

“No quarter,” said this man, “will be 
shown illegal or 
combinations. 

„There is going to be a cleaning out 
of these great institutions in some lines, 
and they will all be forced to bring 
their combinations within legal limits. 
If they can't be forced to do that under 
the existing law, then I know verson- 
ally that the President will appeal to 
Congress to give him new laws under 
which he can against these 
combinations. This is startling talk I 
know, but it is based upon intimate 
knowledge of what is passing through 
the minds of Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Knox. 

“It is a fact that there has been un- 
der consideration at the White House 
and the Department of Justice within 
the last few weeks a proposition to 
bring criminal 
trust promoters. There probably is 
sufficient law to do this now, and it 
would have been applied before this, 
but for fear that such radical action 
would bring on a business shock. The 
President does not want to do any~ 
thing that will disturb business, if he 
can help it, but he will, nevertheless, 
go to any length under the law to stop 
illegal trust building. It is reported 


widely that Mr. Knox and Mr. Roose., 


velt both believe that Morgan and Hill 
have not violated the law in the forma- 
tion of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany. That is not true. They both 
believe that the law has been violated 
flagrantly and they are proceeding un- 
der that belief. 

‘There are some stupendous business 
surprises coming from this administra. 
tion in this matter yet. There was a 
great surprise when Mr Knox an- 
nounced his proposed action against 
Morgan and Hill, and again when he 
attacked the beef trust. Such things 
have been unusual heretofore, but they 
are going to be common enough here- 
after. and these cases are to be pressed 
as anti-trust cases never have been 
pressed before. I believe, although I 
do not-know positively, that Mr. Rooge. 
velt wishes more than anything else. to 
make the great work of his first ad- 
ministration that of defining just what 
trusts are and how far they are to 
allowed to go under American laws. 
He belleves that work would be a 
monument to his name for all time.” 


EIGHT-HOUR BILL. 
TO BE FAVORABLY REPORTED.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] In favorably report- 
ing today a bill which limits work on 
all government contracts by laborers 
or mechanics to eight hours a day, 
the Labor Committee of the House, 
through Chairman Gardner, will sub- 
mit a long report in support of the 
action. The report says the single 
new contention made by the oppo- 
nents of the bill and not urged 
against previous bills of like purpose, 
was that the completion of some 
works, like large castings, participat- 
ed in by different workmen, under the 
eight-hour plan, would fail to produce 
the best results. In other words, that 
satisfactory results could not be ob- 
tained under an eight-hour system.

It will not, however, deal in matters 
involving the management of its own 
affairs with other than its own em- 
ployés, or cemmittees thereof. This 
company recognizes the right of every 
person to belong, or to refuse to be- 
long, to a labor union, and it will dis- 
charge no employé because of his con- 
nection with such a union. 
“Second—The United Railroads will 
cause a prompt investigation to be

The shroud bears, traced in hues of 
brown, that is, hues of dried blood 
stains, what is alleged to be a double 
impression of the figure of Christ. The 
outlines, face and back have been re- 
produced with wonderful exactness by 
modern photographers’ processes. 

M. Vignon has satisfied himself that 
the portrait is no copy of any known 
work of art. Indeed, the impression is 
exactly of the kind which would be pro- 
duced by a dead body steeped, as the 
Scriptural narrative declares, in oils 
and aloes. Vignon's theory is that the 
aloe-steeped shroud acted as a photo- 
graph plate, The Times and the Lancet 
both agree that this is the most satis- 
factory explanation of the extraordi- 
nary reappearance on the shroud of stig- 
mata of the dead Christ, and opens 
up the question of the possibility of 
reproduction of the marking of wound- 
ing and flagellation which are said 
to be minutely imprinted on the shroud.

“There is now pending in the United 
States a sult begun by a representative 
of the Executive Department of this 
country, to enjoin a corporation, 
organised under the laws of a certain 
State, from owning, holding and voting 
the capital stock, and controlling the 
policy of certain transportation com- 
panies in a distant portion of the coun- 
try. Without expressing an apinion as 
to probable results, it is interesting to 
note that the most pronounced disciples 
of State sovereignty complain not of 
this action, and utter no other crit 
than that it should have been com- 
men earlier. 

“Note the demand for national reg- 
viation of railways, of express com- 
panies, of 2 companies, of in- 

trusts. ote the de- 
mand for. uniformity in labor laws, 
divorce laws, interstate taxation laws. 
the trend of events and trend of 
thought seems to be still toward a 
greater and more centralized govern- 


ment. 

“As after the Civil War the nation 
entered upon an extensive icy of 
internal improvements, subsidizing so 
long as necessary transcontinental lines

Joplin's Casualties in 
Awful Gale. 


Many Families Lost All 
‘They Owned. 


Other Places in Missouri also 


Suffered Heavily in 
the Storm.

JOPLIN (Mo.) April 26.—Today it is 
known that three persons were killed 
and about thirty injured in the tor- 
nado that swept through Joplin late 
yesterday. Of the injured _perhaps 
eight are fatally hurt. A conserva- 
tive estimate places the total loss at 
$100,000. The casualties were caused 
by flying débris or falling walls. Two 
of those killed lived on Moonstone 
Hill, on the outskirts of Joplin. 

The district swept by the tornado 
was about four blocks wide, commenc- 
ing on the western limits of the city 
at Seventeenth street and ending at 
Seventh street, on the east side of the 
city. Perhaps two dozen houses in 
the southern end of the city were 
either wholly or partially demolished, 
while in the mining district heavy loss 
was caused in the wrecking of mine 
houses. Scarcely a building in the 
course of the storm escaped damage. 
About fifty families are homeless.

She is accused 
of narrowness of views; and while she 
has been doing most of the work of the 
president's office, without the honors, 
and has been one of the most zealous 
women in the organization, it is re- 
ported that she cannot carry her own 
State delegation. She is a woman of 
small financial means, and it is said 
that she herself does not eagerly long 
for the responsibilities, social and 
otherwise, of the presidency. 

A popular candidate is Mrs. Sarah 
Platt Decker of Denver, who will have 
a large following in the convention, 
Four years ago she might have been 
electéd to the presidency, but she would 
not accept. The convention was then 
held in Denver, and she gave out that 
she did not think it gracious for the 
“hostess State” to lay claim to the 
first honor. Mr. Decker was then 
Mrs. Platt. Soon after the biennial 
she became Mrs. Decker, and it was 
seen of all women that she had been 
reluctant to accept the presidency be- 
cause she was going to be busy with

Kansas Fences Must Come Down. | 

The Federal government is about to 
proceed against cattlemen of Western 
Kansas for violating the wire-fence or- 
der of the Department of the Interior. 
Indictments against forty-two are 
ready for refusing to tear down their 
fences round government land. After 
the collapse of the boom in the early 
90's, many farms in the western part 
of Kansas were practically abandoned. 
People left by the thousands to find 
homes elsewhere. Nearly all the home- 
stead claims reverted to the govern- 
ment.

A Suppressed Letter 
* Made Fublic. 


How Clark & Bryan Put Up 
the Job to Yank the 
Dentist’s Teeth. 


Sensationa] as have been the trial 
and arguments in the Spinks case 
against Clark & Bryan, there was one 
sensation that did not break loose un- 
til yesterday. Ever since the cause 
was. tried about two months ago, said 
sensation has been whder lock and key 
by order of Judge Trask. But now it 


is out. 


It is a strange letter. 

The arguments in the case, begun 
on Friday, were concluded late yester- 
day afternoon, Attorney Byron Waters 
closing for the plaintiff, after Attor- 
neys O’Melveney, Anderson and Dennis 
had argued at length for the defense. 
Now Judge Trask has the entire matter 
under advisement. This fact alone 
makes it possible to print at this time 
the sensational letter which figured so 
largely ‘n the long arguments. When 
it was introduced at the trial, the court 
would not permit it to be made public. 

Dr. Spinks thinks that it is proof ab- 
solute of all his coatentions against 
the brokers. 

It will be remembered that the doc- 
tor is seeking to rerover valuable 

property at the corner of Tenth street 
and Grand avenue, in this city, which 
he says was fraudulently obtained 
from him by a web of misrepresenta- 
tions and a peculiar manipulation of 
Westlake stock. When he approached 
Clark & Bryan two years ago to trade 
the property, it that they told 
him that they were not selling any of 
their gtock, but they thought they 
could find him a broker who would 
work him up a deal. 

Then, it is alleged, Wesley Clark laid 
a scheme to induce Dr. Spinks to make 
the trade. doctor was to give up 
his good land for 18,000 shares of 
Westlake.

Even Mayor Schmitz—hi if a labor 
unionist—would have been obliged, in 
discharge of his sworn official and 
imperative duty, to bring the entire 
police power of the city to bear for 
the suppression of violence if it had 
been necessary. It is to his credit that 
he announced, in the beginning, his 
determination to disorder gt 
any cost. Public opinion would in any 
event have forced him to that course, 
whether his inclinations favored it or 
no. . 

The plain and forcible lesson of this 
strike, and ita fortunate conclusion, is 
that peaceable methods are always 
best. A resort to violence arrays the 
entire community against those who 
defy the laws of the land, and their 
cause is thus lost, when, in many 


‘| cases, it is based upon just and equita- 


ble demands. The original iseue of a 
strike is often lost sight of entirely in 


the paramount issue, which is forced. 


by the strikers themsel for the 
preservation of peace at all hazarder. 


Every careful reader of this jour-. 


nal is well aware of the fact that it 
has never denied the right of laboring 
men to etrive for the betterment of 
their condition. The natural ambition 
and the natural right of all men who 
toil with brains or hands to better 
their condition, to obtain the highest 
possible wages, to secure full rec- 
oguition of their fundamental rights, 
has always been conceded and de- 
fended in these columns. Even the 
right to peaceably strike has not been 
denied. But we have invariably drawn 
the line at strikes when accompanied 
by violence and followed by boycotting, 
which are both un-American and un- 
lawftl. These unworthy expedients 
have never benefited American work- 


ingmen, whether organ!zed or unorgan- 


ized, and they never will. 
The Times contends, as it has always 
contended, for the absolute observ- 


ance of law and for independence and 


equity, for the freedom of labor, 
whether organized or unorganized, and 
for the inviolability of contracts be- 
tween individual laborers and individ- 
ual employere. Disregard or contempt 
for the law breeds violence and crime. 
Carried to an extreme, it would con- 
stitute the worst form of despotism. No 
man nor body of men can be permitted 
to rise up and resist the law to carry 
out their purposes. The law is our 
chart and compass, which we must ob- 
serve and follow, if we would avoid 
anarchy and ruin. 

Wages, hours of labor, recognition of 
this organization, of that organization 
or of no organization—these things 
are of minor consequence as compared 
to the paramount issue—the preserva- 
tion of the public peace, the protection 
of Individual rights and the guaran- 
teeing of personal liberty. These sacred 
heritages must be preserved, upheld, 
maintained, defended, at any cost.

In proportion os 
the representatives and exponents of 
organized labor remember these plain, 
immutable facts, and observe them, 
will tgey be distrusted or respected by 
public opinion.

This is under- 
siood to have been lentils, the most 
nourishing of all vegetable foods, 
which about thirty years ago was made 
popular throughout the world in the 
shape of a hulled and ground invalids’ 
food, called Revalenta Arabica.” 

It is not the hard workers, but the 
so-called “high vers,“ who eat the 
most meat—the people who loaf around 
luxurious clubs, boast about being con- 
noisseurs of food and drink, find a 
difficulty in fastening the lower buttons 
of their vests, and are occasionally sent 
by their physicians to the springs to 
work off some of the effects of their 
over-indulgence in flesh food. Nowhere 
in the world, outside of the United 
States, is meat eaten three times a day, 
as it commonly is in this country. It 
may be added at nowhere is there 
anything like the same number of phy- 
sicijans in proportion to population? 
nowhere in the world is such an enor- 
mous amount of patent medicines con- 
sumed, and nowhere in the world are 
there so many people complaining of 
various aberrations of the digestive 
functions. Possibly the judicious in- 
vestigator might be able to trace some 
connection between these facts. The 
medical world nowadays, is inclined to 
the belief that most human ailments 
gre due to toxic poisoning—that Is to 
gay, from poisons which result from 
the accumulation in the system of 
effete matter from food that has not 
been assimilated. Now, as all animal 
food contains a considerable amount of 
this effete matter, it is easy to under- 
stand that the person who indulges 
habitually in a large amount of flesh 
food is more likely to be troubled in 
this way than one who confines himself 
to a light vegetarian diet, or eats lit- 
tle meat. The testimony of English 
army officers in India goes to show 
that the native troops, who are vegeta. 
Mans, recover from serious wounds 
with astonishing rapidity. 

The prevailing idea that vegetarian- 
ism means the living on. watery vege- 
tables is, of course, absurd. There may 
be a few extreme cranks who do such 
things, but the average sensible vege- 
tartan has a long and varied menu to 
choose from. The list of flesh foods 
in the market may be ticked off on the 
fingers of your hands, while the list of 
vegetable foods would fill half a col- 
umn of The Times. There are grains, 
in their variety, the valuable pulses— 
beans, peas and lentils—the long ust of 
vegetables which in California may be. 
procured. every day in the year, the 
equally-long list of fruits, and the nu- 
tritious nuts. If to these you add, 4s 
some liberal vegetarians do, eggs and 
milk and cheese, there certainly need 
be no complaint of monotony in a vege- 
tarian diet. Those who think there Is 
should look over a bill of fare at one 
of the first-class vegetarian restau- 
rants that are now foynd in all of our 
leading cities. 4 

As to the question of the relative 
amount of nourishment in flesh food 
and vegetarian food, and the relative 
cost of the same, it is all in favor 
of the vegetarians. Here, for instance, 
are some figures showing the percent- 
age of solid nourishment in six kinds 
of nutritious vegetable food, and in 
lean beef:

RUSSIA'S GOLD PRODUCTION. 

The gold production of Russia during 
the year 1901, as reported by the official 
gazette of the Russian government, ex- 
ceeded that of the previous year. The 
total amount delivered to the imperial 
mints at Irkutsk. Tomsk and Ekaterin- 
burg during the year was 2361 poods 
of smelted gold. Of this, 1280 poods 
came from Eastern Siberia, 359 
from Western Siberia, 540 s from 
the Ural, 142 poods from e private 
lands of the Czar, and 39 poods were 
delivered by the Russo-Chinese Bank 
as received from prospectors. The mint 
value of gold in Russia is 5.06 roubles 
per zolotnik, which would be equivalent 
to gold about 916 fine. The total value 
of this gold was, reduced to fine gold 
and in American currency, 556,131.

LONDON, April 9%.—Arthur W. 
Marchmont will set foot in America for 
the first time on April 23. He has a 
great curiosity to see the country that 
has begun to buy even larger editions 
of his novels than he sells at home. He 
lives in Brighton and comes to Lon- 
don rarely nowadays, although he was 
à newspaper man in Fleet street for 
awhile after he first left Oxford. He 
was the editor of one or two provincia! 
dailles afterward, but has devoted all 
his attention to novel writing in the 
last half dozen years, and his star has 
risen rapidly. He is as simple and in- 
formal and modest as if the publigh- 
ers were not running after him. 

Being a clergyman’s son, and having 
studied law, and having been a news- 
paper man, Mr. Marchmont was bound 
to become a novelist, for one or other 
of those qualifications seems to be re. 
quired of nearly every successful writer 
of ficgion. With the exception of Conan 
Doy®, there is scarcely a successful 
novelist in the whole English list who 
has not at least one of these three 
equipments for the ‘production of fic- 
tion. Even the women novelists follow 
the rule to a surprising extent, con- 
sidéring that only one of the qualifica- 
tions is open to most of them. Miss 
Cholmondeley is a rector’s daughter, 
and “Lucas Malet” is not only the 
daughter of Charles Kingsley, but the 
widow of another clergyman.

' OUR MODERN LOS ANGELES. 

OS ANGELES is at present before the country as 
L the convention city, toward which thousands of 

women from all over the land are traveling, to at- 
tend the convention of the National Federation of 
Woman's Clubs, which is to open here the first of May. 
And how different the Los Angeles of today from that 
of a century ago. The spirit of that old Past broods yet 
over a small section of it, and we still find here and there 
the casa of sun-dried bricks, and the air is yet stirred by 
the chimes of the century-old bells that hang in the 
towers of the Old Mission Church which fronts the 
plaza, the one bright spot in sleepy old Sonoratown, 
where the spirit of bygone centuries lingers in the 
walled gardens and on the narrow streets where the lit- 
tle dark-skinned children play in the shadow of their 
adobe homes, and modern progress has not dared to 
enter. 

One charm of this beautiful metropolis of Southern 
California is this mingling of the old and new life, the 
faint aroma of the past which lingers in the air, casting 
its spell over all things. The new life of today—the 
stirring, throbbing and progressive life of the twentieth 
century—fronts here and there in our midst that life of 
the long ago in the lingering dwelling of sun-dried 
bricks, in whose gardens the oleander blossoms, and the 
Orange tree drops its fragrant snows, and the fig ripens 
in the warm sunshine, and beautiful sefioritas, with dark 
eyes of liquid softness, move about with a grace that 
charms. 
like a centaur, and the aged sefiora rests in the shadow 
of her brick-floored veranda and dreams Of the past, 
whose silence was unbroken by the rush of the street 
car or the harsh clang of its bell, when nothing was done 
today that could wait for the morrow, and life was rest- 
ful and full of charm. She looks upon the live young 
American city, with its population of more than 115,000, 
with its vast commercial interests, its costly business 
houses, its elegant modern homes, and its great street 
railway system, costing more than $4,000,000, its numer- 
ous banks and elegant hotels, and her heart aches with 
its yearning for that dead past when she was young and 
happy, companioned by the sunlight and singing birds, 
and gay strains of music and the merry dance woke the 
silence of the night until far toward the dawn. 

But the Los Angeles of today is not like this. In its 
make up it is really an eastern city, full to the brim of 
Yankee progressiveness and enterprise; of elegant mod- 
ern homes, with numerous fine churches and beautiful 
parks; a large public library and handsome clubhouses, 
built and owned by members of the woman's clubs 
which meet within their walls. Perhaps in proportion 
to its population, Los Angeles has as many woman's 
clubs as any city in America, and also as many art and 
musical associations flourish in its midst as can be 
found in any city of its size in the country. 

The Friday Morning Club is the largest woman’s club 
in the city, and it has a mem ership of 500. It owns its 
own home, the beautiful Woman's Clubhouse on Fig- 
ueroa street, built about three years ago, and costing 
$20,000. Its architecture is of the old mission type, and 
it is an attractive feature of the landscape which at 
once holds the eye of the stranger * the harmony of 
its design and color.

gre to be found in one shape or another in all parts of 


the islands and even in Manila itself. We have there 
@ g00d corps of native policemen and thousands of sol- 
ers with clubs and revolvers, but nevertheless rob- 
beries Occur every day and the counterfeiters make false 
money'so fast that you have to ring every dollar to see 
whether it is silver or not. 

Manila has not only land thieves, but water thieves. 
Think of an American city containing more than 300,000 
people in which there are professional pirates. The 
place is cut up by canals, the Pasig River flows through 
fi and its waterways are as thickly crowded with boats 
as those of Canton. A short time ago it was found that 
these parts of the city were infested by an organized 
band of thieves and pickpockets, who made the boats 
their headquarters and went out to prey upon the peo- 
ple. They robbed the houses and blackmailed their 
brothers upon the boats. An additional force has been 
added to the water police to keep them in check, and 
both harbor and canals are now being patrolled on the 
jookout for pirates. 

A few weeks ago one of the government launches 
passed a large boat on the River Pasig in almost the 
heart of the city. In it was a native, who waved his 

for assistance. The launch stopped and it was 


had stolen the tobacco, sugar ~ cocoanuts which he 
was carrying into Manila. 

On another boat the natives were seen to be greatly 
excited. The officials stopped and were told that there 


was nothing wrong. They saw, however, that several 


ropes were tied to the bamboo outriggers of the native 
craft and caught hold of them and pulled them in. At 
the other end of each rope they found a Mauser rifle 
and later on discovered that of the men on the boat four 
were pirates. They were robbing the boat when the 
Sovernment launch came up and had threatened the 
owners with death if they informed upon them. 

It is this fear on the part of the natives that makes 
it difficult to break up piracy. The criminals are so or- 
ganized that their friends will take revenge upon in- 


| formers. They blackmail the boatmen and carry on 


their smuggling under the very eyes of our soldiers.

The worst place for pirates, however, is in the south- 
ern part of the archipelago. The Moros have been 
pirates for ages, and they have had their pirate settle- 
ments in Palawan, Mindanao and the Sulu Islands. The 
Sultan himself is a professional pirate, who is only re- 
strained by the fear of our government. There is one 
pirate chief in Northeastern Mindanao who until very 
recently has been sailing along the coast and collecting 
tribute from the villages at the mouth of a cannon. 
Shortly before our troops came into Mati he entered that 
harbor and sent word to the merchants that he must 
have a certain sum of money at once or he would blow 
up the town. The Presidente was a Spanish ex-lieu- 
tenant, as brave as a lion. He had several small 
howitzers, which he lined up on the shore, and then 


found that the man had been attacked by pirates, who sent back his reply, telling the pirate to fire and be 


hanged, but that if he did the howitzers would send his 
vessels to the bottom of the bay. 

This Presidente was in charge of the port when Gen. 
Bates called, and Gen. Bates gave him an American 
flag. He accepted it, saying that he would use it at all 
times, except when that pirate appeared. “Then,” said 
he, “I will raise a black flag above it just like that used 
by the pirate. This means, ‘We will fight to the death 
and give no quarter.“ 

The pirate vessels of the Moros have ravaged the 
southern coasts of our possessions for more than two 
hundred years. In times past they attacked all the towns 
near the shore and enslaved many people. Old Datto 
Utto, who lives near Cottabato, has been a famous pirate 
in his day, and Datto Piang and others would now be 
running their pirate junks if no restraint were put upon 
their actions.

In my travels among the Moros I found them a peace- 
able people. They have good order, because every man 
carries a knife, and an insult might cause one to lose his 
head.

He made 
no bones of telling me how he had killed his predeces- 
sor. He was in charge of the town when our soldiers 
attacked it, and was supposed to be associated with a 
Filipino ‘general in its defense. He called this. general 
to him, pretending he wanted a conference, and when he 
came, gave a sign to his own soldiers to shoot him. This 
they did. He rather laughed as he showed me how he 
had killed his associate, and was evidently proud of his 
action. The fact that he had lied did not cause a blush, 
and this is so with the majority of our little brown 
cousins.

Among the Ladrones. — 


An enormous amount of thieving prevails in the coun- | 


try districts of Luzon and the other large islands. The 
mountains are infested with bandits, who make raids 
upon the planters. Many of the insurrectos have joined 
these bands, and they now rob Americans and natives 
alike. The planters of Negros have recently formed a 
unioh to protect themselves against such brigandage. 
They have made up lists of all the men of the island 
and have recorded opposite each man’s name his charac- 
ter. They are trying to keep a record of every man’s 
doings, as it is believed that many of-the brigands spend 
part of their time under the guise of respectable citizens. 
There are many banditti in Mindoro. They have ex- 
isted there for years, the Spaniards never attempting to 
break up their settlements. Dean Worcester mentions a 
Negros bandit named Martin. who was a fiend incarnate. 
He took children and tore them to pieces, and the na- 
tives, so it is said, believed that he feasted on the livers 
of his victims. . 


A Land of Guerrillas. 


The hills of Luzon seem to be made for banditti. There 
is no country where guerrilla warfare can be carried on 
more suc@essfully. You are seldom far from the moun- 
tains, and the valleys are filled with clumps of bamboos. 
The American Indians had nothing like the opportunities 
that the Filipinos have in their warfare with us. In- 
deed, I doubt if our Indians could have been conquered 
if their country had been similar to the Philippines. 
There are places for ambush within every few miles. 
The rice fields are interspersed with swamps, and there 


are many thickets in which the robbers can hide. There | 


are bamboo clumps everywhere and many places where 
the ground rises in hillocks topped with thick grass in 
which a man can lie concealed and wait for his prey. 

There are nothing but trails through the mountains, 
and travelers often have to cut their own paths through 
them. The woods are so boung together with long Manas 
that they form a perfect mass of matted: vegetation 
through which one must eut his way. The lowlands are 
unstable at certain times of the year. and in the rainy 
Season they are impassable for horses or carriages. 

The insurrectos have of late worked chiefly through 
ambushes. They assault only smal! parties, killing from 
three to six at a time. This class of warfare will last 
until good roads are made. Then the country can be 
patrolled by police on horseback and the robbers hunted 
to their lairs in the mountains. At present there are 
‘practically no roads on some of the islands. Mindoro 
has none. Jolo none outside of the town of Jolo, and in 
Mindanao the only roads are about the chief ports. 
The Sultan lives at Malbun, on one side of the island, 
and the city of Jolo, where the Americans are stationed, 
is on the opposite side. When the Sultan crosses the 
island he comes on horseback, by a bridle path. A road 
will probably be made between these two towns, 


A Visit te Bilibid. —* 
- While in Manila I visited the chief penitentiary of our 
Asiatic possessions. It is known as Bilifid prison. It 
was full at the time we took possession, and hundreds 
_ Of men were imprisoned against whom no crimes were 
charged on the record. Many did not know why they 
had been incarcerated, and they had been there for years 
awaiting trial. All were in chains. Some had heavy 
irons fastened to their ankles. The prison was filthy; its 


walls were then covered with decayed vegetation. As I 
went through the penitentiary I was shown the irons 
which had been taken off of these men. Some of them 
weighed many pounds, and they must have worn into 
the flesh. 
in capital cases, and I paid one of the prisoners 25 cents 
to put his neck in the collar while I held the screw to 
get a photograph of just how it was done. 

The prisoner sat on a bench with his hands and feet 
tied so that he could not move. His back rested against 
a post and his neck was inside a collar of brass, which 
could be so tightened by a turn of the screw that it 
could be broken or mashed to a jelly. Indeed, if the ex- 
ecutioner wished, the neck might be cut from the 
shoulders by means of the screw. Death comes, I am 
told, instantaneously, for one turn will break the spinal 
cord. During executions the Spaniards shrouded the 
heads of the victims, and it was at the waving of the 
sword of the chief prison official that the crank was 
turned which brought instant death. 


The Bilibid of Today. 


Bilibid is now an American penitentiary, and the gar- 
rote and all cruel punishments are done away with. The 
superintendent of the prison is an American soldier, who 
has put it into the best of sanitary conditions. It is to- 
day as clean as any prison of the United States: its 
walls have been scraped and whitewashed, the irons 
knocked off the inmates and most of them put to work. 

I found the prisoners engaged in all kinds of labor. 
Some were making baskets and chairs, others were 
working on the roads and others were busy as car- 
penters, making bedsteads, tables and other kinds of 
furniture. One man was cutting at a lathe turned by a 
flywheel manipulated by two Filipinos; another was 
carving and others were making trinkets which are sold 
to visitors. Each man gets a percentage of what his 
produce sells for, amounting, among the best workmen, 
to about $2 per month. In addition to this, every pris- 
oner is given 5 cents a week to buy his cigarettes, for 
smoking is allowed in the prison. 

I went through the quarters where the men stay at 
night. They are long halls, lined on each side with 
sloping tables or shelves as high as your knee. The 
tables are each about six feet wide and eight feet in 
length, but they are so joined that they make long 
shelves running from one end of the room to the other. 
Upon each table three or four men sleep at night. They 
have no mattresses and no pillows and only such bed 
clothing as they bring in themselves. 


What the Prisoners Eat. 


Back of the tables are tin pans, each of which looks 
just like the top of a four-gallon bucket. Every prisoner 
has two of these; they are his only eating utensils. He 
has no knife, fork, nor spoon, but eats with his fingers. 
The meals consist of rice and a stew of vegetables and 
fish. The prisoners are fed by contract and it costs about 
3 cents of our money a day to supply the food of cne 
man. Notwithstanding this low rate they seem heaithy 
and contented, and they are, I am told, well satisfied 
with their rations. They drink only water, and each 


prisoner has for this purpose a canteen consisting of a 


bamboo tube about two feet in length. a 2 

The daily life of the prisoners is as follows: They re 
called at 5:30 a.m. and counted. After this they have 
breakfast and clean up the grounds. At 7 o'clock they 
begin their regular work and continue at it from then 
on till 11:30. At 12 all squat down for dinner. and after 
that take a siesta until 2. From 2 until 5:30 they are 
again at their work. 
parade, at which the prison band plays the Star Spangled 
Banner and the convicts salute the United States flag. 
After this the prisoners are marched back to their cells 
and locked up for the night. Upon Sundays there is no 
work, and the chaplains hold services, at which all the 
prisoners attend.

Prisons will have to be established in different parts 
of the islands. So far there is ‘nothing of a sanitary 
nature in existence and our soldiers have had trouble 
in finding quarters to incarcerate criminals. One of the 
queerest jails of Luzon was that built by Col. Jacob H. 
Smith of the Seventeenth Infantry, at Bautista. Col. 
Smith had been ambushed, but had captured the am- 
bushers, had killed twelve. of them and taken a number 
of guns. He brought his prisoners to Bautista, but found 
no adequate jail accommodations for them. The town 
is on thd railroad and there were some unused rails 
lying beside the track. He solved the problem by mak- 
ing a jail of these rails, laying them up in the shape 
of a diamond, forming an inclosure about fifteen feet 
wide. The entrance was by an alley of ra‘ls so narrow 
that only one man could pass through at a time. Other 
rails were put over the top, and into this iron cage the 
insurrectos were brought. There were fifty of them in 
the cage when I photographed them, and a harder-look- 
ing set of Filipino brigands I have not seen.

PERHAPS RICHER THAN ROCKEFELLER, 
YET ALMOST UNKNOWN.

ONDON, April 17.—Now that Cecil Rhodes is dead, 
L.. richest millionaire in Europe and perhaps in 
the world, is coming out from under cover. His 
game is scarcely known to the general reader, and his 
gemarkable personality has been quite overshadowed by 
that of “the Colossus,” although he was far richer than 
Rhodes. But he will be in many respects Rhodes’s suc- 
or, and the flerce light that beats upon a throne will 
soon make him one of the most talked-about men of the 


His name is Alfred Beit. Short and ugly as it is, that 
same could make an otherwise worthless bit of paper 
into a check that might be used to shake Wall street and 
Lombard street to their foundations. Whether he is 
gealiy richer than John Rockefeller is a question Beit 
Simeelf probably couldn't answer.

Some of the diamond fortune 
was pure luck. When Rhodes, Beit and poor Barney

WORTH OF SOME LONDON PROPERTY. 

Land at £2,613,600 an acre does not frequently come 
into the market, even in London, but a few years ago, 
when the freehold of 54 Cheapside was sold, the sum 
it realized was at the above rate per acre; that is to 
Say, a piece of ground that could be covered by an 
ordinary penny postage stamp realized 6s 11144, not at 
all a bad price for a paltry five-sixths of a square inch 
of real estate to attain. Judging from the ground rents 
secured on 10 Cornhill, which five or six years ago 
realized £42,500, that is to say, at the rate of prac- 
tically £55 a square foot, or £2,452,023 per acre, thefe are 
many other delectable spots in the city worth their area 
in beaten gold, but it is wonderful how prices fall away 
when the site has not got a frontage on a main thor- 
oughfare. Twenty-two pounds for a piece of ground 
measuring twelve inches by twelve inches would doubt-

AMONG THE ARABS. 


A WOMAN’S PERILOUS JOURNEY TO 
THE RUINS OF ASSYRIA. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HAT a woman should take her life in her hands 

and go among the barbarous Arabs of Assyria to 

take part in the work of excavating ancient ruins 

is unique. This has been done by an American woman, 

Mrs. John H. Haynes, who accompanied her husband in 

the latest expedition sent out by the University of Penn- 

Sylvania to continue the excavations begun by him in 

conjunction with Dr. Hilprecht at Nippur some years 
ago. 4 

dt was during the last campaign, in which Dr. Haynes

Was accompanied and assisted by his wife, that the now 
famous library of 23,000 clay tablets was discoverell. 
When deciphered, these cannot fail to shed a flood of 
light upon the life led by the men and women in one 
of Assyria's greatest cities 4000 years before Christ. 
The journey from New York to Bagdad was no dif- 
ferent from hundreds of similar journeys taken by 
tourists—but at that point Mrs. Haynes’ adventures be- 
gan. Some of her adventures she described to the writer 
in New York the other day. “We stopped in front of a 
fruit stand in the Bagdad bazaar,” said Mrs. Haynes, “to 
look at the oranges. Soon a great crowd gathered, com- 


pletely blocking the street. When we tried to move on 
the crowd followed, and at last grew so noisy that we 


could not in safety remain. Koshoud, the guide, walked 
in advance, scattering the people, but they were much 
incensed at seeing a woman in European dress in pub- 
lic, as was evident from their jeering and threatening 
gestures. Koshoud led us safely up the street a short 
distance and put us inside a door which led into a pri- 
vate stall or alcove. Here he closed the door and stood 
outside on guard. I do not in the least question that we 
would have been stoned had not Koshoud acted s0 
wisely. 
“A few days after this adventure four of the work- 
men formerly employed by Dr. Haynes at Nippur walked 
in to pay a visit to their master after a trip of fifty 
miles through the desert. They talked and laughed 
vociferously, kissing their master’s hands, kneeling at 
his feet, stroking his clothes, and calling upon God to 
bless their Beg.’ When Dr. Haynes told them that 
Mrs. Haynes was his wife (harem) she thought they 
would devour her upon the spot. They at once began 


saluting.and greeting her, kissing her hands and telling , 


her that they and their wives would do whatever she 
wished.” 

Finally all was in readiness for the departure from 
Bagdad, and the men and boxes were ferried over the 


river. Then the desert journey of fifty miles to Nippur |. 


began. 
It took ten days of adventurous travel, mostly on 


camel back, though the last stage was by boat on the 


waters of the ancient canal leading to Nippur. And all 
the way the party was in danger both from the savage 
Arabs all about them and the natural rigors of the 


région.

Fighting Public Opinion. | 
Mrs. Haynes had to fight her chief battle with public 


opinion. Her husband was popular with his workmen, 


but it was a novel enterprise to bring a civilized woman 
among them. Her reception was chilly, and had it not 
been for the friendliness of the sheikh of the district, 
Haji Tarfa by name, the outcome might have been dis- 
astrous. Knowing how much depended upon him, all 
preparations were made for receiving him with que cere- 
mony. A sheep was sacrificed, and a tent pitched for 
the reception of the sheikh, who would not enter the 
house, as it was considered a harem on account of Mrs. 
Haynes living in it. Her account of this visit had bet- 
ter be given in her own words: 

“As the curious crowd gathered many of the more of- 
ficious members of the sterner sex crowding around the 
place where my maid and I were sitting, it grew to be 
a serious question whether I should hold my ground or 
seek the house. I decided to stay where I was and 
seem not to notice. I tried to read, and indeed was 
reading when I heard the name ‘Hatoon’ spoken. Lock 
ing up, I saw a very tall Arab, whose whiskers would 
have been gray had they not bgen colored a bright red 
with henna, and whose dress of yellow silk clearly in- 
dicated that he was a man of wealth and position, stand- 
ing diréctly in front of me. He ‘was introduced as the 
great sheikh, Haji Tarfa. 

“I quickly arose and salaamed to him, then advanced, 
and, extending my hand, salaamed again. As he took 
my hand his great black, lustrous eyes looked kindly 
down into mine with an expression which seemed to say: 
ou are very much out of place, but you probably mean 
well.’ We looked at each other only a few seconds, I to 
see a great sheikh for the first time, and he to inspect 
the first white woman he had met, and I then withdrew. 
The crowd watched the introduction in silent respect 
and then melted quietly away.” | 

From that time Mrs. Haynes was popular with the 
workmen and the natives round about, and many of the 
women came to her to be treated for sore eyes and other 
afflictions. A child that had fallen into a fire and been 
badly burned about the legs was one of her first patients, 
and the skill with which she cured its wounds did much 
to establish her in the good graces of the multitude. 


Popular With the Workmen. oe 
After her popularity seemed established, when no 
danger to her person appeared probable, she took her 
share of the direction of the excavation which was go- 
ing on simultaneously in various parts of the huge 
mounds of Nippur. Ultimately the workmen in her di- 
vision became so much attached to her that at night- 
fall, when the work was done, they bore her to the 
house upon their shoulders. The finest flowers and

“the Beg’s harem,” as she was called, was remarkable. 
The workmen lived with their families in little reed 
huts, and Mrs. Haynes was often asked to visit these 
to tend sufferers from fever, burns or some disease.

ADOPTING AMERICAN METHODS, ” 


A BRITISH STEEL COMPANY TO SPEND ONE AND. 
A QUARTER MILLION DOLLARS. 


[London Daily Mail:] At a cost of probably more 
than £250,000, the Weardale Steel, Coal and Coke Com- 
pany, Limited, has decided to consolidate and remodel 
its works on American lines. 3 

The directors have for some time been considering 
their future as steel manufacturers, and they have re- 
cently determined to remove their steel plant from Tud- 
hoe Works, Spennymoor, to Cargo Fleet, on the Tees. 

The business of the Cargo Fleet Iron Company was ac- 
quired some time ago, and the Weardale Company will 
now possess an unrivaled site for its works, with a 
wharf at which the largest steamers will be able to load 
and discharge. 

The plant to be removed includes what is described 
as the largest plate mill in the kingdom. The remodel- 
ing of the works at Cargo Fleet has already begun. The 
latest details in blast furnace construction and steel 
manufacture are being obtained from America, and in 
coke making from the continent. | 

It has been decided to put down without delay a meit- 
ing shop with two 160-ton tilting furnaces, for working 
the Talbot continuous steel process. The furnaces and 
mills will be designed to work with a minimum of labor 
cost, so that from the time the metal is drawn from the 
blast furnace it will not bé allowed to grow cold until 
it is a finished steel plate. 

It is also intended to use the furnace gas, after being 
freed from dust, to drive the blowing engines, and to 
erect a battery of modern coke ovens, from which hot 
coke will be charged into the furnaces. The spare gas 
from the ovens will be used to gencrate steam through- 
out the works. By these and other means, the com- 
pany is confident that it will be able to hold its own 
against any competition either at home or abroad. 

The new plant will include an electrical power in- 
stallation. The £250,000 or more which the plant will 
cost will be provided entirely out of the company’s re- 
serves. 

In the same connection it is interesting to note that 
two engineers of the locomotive department of the Great 
Western Railway are now in America studying railway 
methods. 


A HAZARDOUS OCCUPATION. 

Of the latest 200 Grand Viziers of the Sultan of Turkey. 
not more than twenty-four have died naturally. One 
hundred of them were poisoned, and thirty-six of the 
others were either beheaded or drowned in the Bos- 
phorus. Of the remaining forty, the cause of death 
cannot be traced, but from the silence of Turkish his- 
-torians on the subject their end was evidently not 
happy. One of the Viziers was only four hours in office, 
and another occupied the position for only ten minutes, 
being strangled at the end of that time.—[Pearson’s 
Weekly.

THE BLACK REPUBLIC 


HORRIBLE BARBARITIES PRACTICED BY 
THE VOTARIES OF VOODOOISM.

EREMIE (Hayti) April 18.—Hayti is the degenerate

GUATEMALA'S NATIONAL BIRD. 


GREEN QUETZAL COMMITS. SUICIDE WHEN 
N CAUGHT AND CAGED.

The little republic of Guatemala decorates its coat of 
arms, its stamps and its official documents with the pic- 
dare of a beautiful parrot. The bird is of a rich green 
lor, with tufted head and a long tail, which frequently 
grows to a length of four or five feet. It is found only 
im the forests of Guatemala. The green parrot of Quet- 


gal, as it is called, has been made the national emblem 


of Guatemala, just as the American eagle has become the 
pational emblem of the United States. And the parrot 
perches gracefully upon a pedestal in the Guatemala 
Wos Much the same as the great eagle which screams 
from the reverse side of the American dollar. 

“The Guatemalans are very proud of their national 
bird, and have written many songs and poems about it. 
The parrot was selected for the national emblem because 
it was found very hard to catch, and sinse, when once 
imprisoned, it always kills itself rather than remain in 
captivity. The liberty-loving people of this South Amer- 
ian republic say this bird, which so skillfully eludes 
capture and dies rather than surrender, is typical of their 
Own country and its people. 

The Quetzal lives in the wildest parts of the moun- 
tains, and never visits the neighborhood of: the towns 
or cities. The only parrots ever brought out of the 
forests are caught by the native Indians. The parrots 
are too wary ever to be caught in a trap. The Indians 
Srat watch the parrots, sometimes for days at a time, 
ei they discover their haunts. Then they smear the 
limbs of surrounding trees with thick glue. The parrot 
perches on the sticky limb, and is held fast. The natives 
femove the bird from the Hmbs by the simple ex- 
pedient.of cutting off its feet. For many years it was 
Supposed by scientists all over the world that the green 
parrot grew without feet. 

No parrot has ever been brought from its forest home 
They struggle desperately when caught, and 

when they find they cannot escape, they kill themselves. 

They always commit suicide in the same way by pecking 

at their breasts. They calmly peck a hole through the 

outer skin until the jugular vein is exposed. A final 
peck severs the artery and the bird quickly bleeds to 
death. The Quetzal dies, but never surrenders. The 
_ Sreen parrot stuffed. but with its feet missing, is to be 
found in natural history museums all over the world. 

But no one has ever succceded in keeping a specimen 

alive in captivity. 


TOBACCO PLANTS KILLING THE OAKS? 

For some cause, unknown to expert lumbermen, the 
massive forest trees of Central Kentucky, principally 
of the white and burr oak variety, are dying. Some 
of these monarchs of the woods are decayed in the heart 
with age, but this class of trees is variously estimated 
all the way from two to five hundred years old. 

The trees that are now in a state of dissolution are 
those which have sprung up in the last three or four dec- 
ades and which were supposed to be in perfect health. 
Lambermen report of this latter class of trees that about 
four out of five they cut down are dead. 

Those trees near ground where tobacco has been con- 
tinuously planted are all dead, leaving the supposition 
that the weed has, in a way, poisoned the ground for 
miles around, and that nicotine, in its natural state, is 
deadly to the oak variety of trees.—[Lexington Corre- 
spondence Louisville Courier-Journal.

GREAT BRITAIN ORDERS A FLYING 
MACHINE FOR USE IN WAR. 


From the London Illustrated Mail. 


ORD TENNYSON proved himself a prophet when, 
half a century ago, he : 
Heard the heavens fill with shouting, and there 
rain'd a ghastly dew 
F sag nations’ airy navies grappling in the. central 
ue, 

The next great European war will be partly fought 
in mid-air. All the powers are busily employed perfect- 
ing flying machines for warlike purposes. Great Britain 
has just ordered its first airship, invented by Dr. C. F. 
A. Barton of Beckenham. It differs from any other fly- 
ing machine hitherto constructed. 

The balloon ig 200 feet long, will hold 160,000 cubic 
feet of gas, and will lift nearly five tons. The ship is 
propelled by six quadruple two-bladed fans of novel 
construction, driven in pairs by three distinct petroleum 
engines, each exerting forty-five-horse power. There 
is a small subsidiary balloon filled with air, which es- 
capes when the gas in the main balloon expands. In 
previous balloons the general practice has been, where 
the heat of the sun or other circumstances expanded 
the gas, to let out the latter or drop ballast. This nat- 
urally curtailed the length of time that the balloon 
could float, a disadvantage which Dr. Barton has over- 
come by his ingenious method of utilizing aéroplanes. 

The car of the new airship is made of steel in prefer- 
ence to aluminum, which is considered more brittle 
and less durable. 

By another clever contrivance the deck of the ship 
is kept perfectly level during the air journey, and the 
crew of five are able to walk about freely. 

The machine ig capable of traveling for at least 
twenty-four hours, but as, unlike any other, it does not 


dershot, however, show that balloons are most difficult, 
or even impossible, objects to hit. Moreover, in some 
balloons such punctures are automatically closed by the 
pressure of the gas within. A captive balloon has been 
riddled with shot, but it kept afloat for six hours, and 
then slowly sank to earth. 

Assuming even that a shell passed through the lower 
half of the inflated section of a flying machine, little 
harm would be done if the upper section of the balloon 
remained intact. 

The experiments which the war departments of the 
powers are carrying out with flying machines are prov- 
ing costly both as regards life and money. Dr. Wolfert 
and an assistant went up at Berlin in a machine pro- 
pelled by a motor, close to which was placed the outlet 
of the balloon. The gas expanded as the airship rose, 
and came in contact with the fire of the motor. In- 
stantly the machine was in flames, and the doctor and 
his assistant perished. The possibility of this danger 
has been averted in the machine designed by, Dr. Bar- 
ton for the War Office. 5 5 

It was in Berlin also that a splendid military airship 
130 feet long, and costing £10,000, was sma@phed te 
matchwood in consequence of the belting slipping from 
the motor. The machine dropped down at a terrine 
speed. Just before it reached the ground the engineer 
flung himself out, and thus escaped ceriain death. 

As a weapon of offense the airship would be a terri- 
ble factor in warfare had not the Peace Conference 
forbidden the dropping of explosives from them: , 

Germany is further advanced than any other country 
in the development of the airship for war purposes. 
Improvements are constantly being introduced. Silk 
bas been discarded for the balloon parts, as it was 
found to conduct electricity.” One man who was han- 
dling such a machine received a terrific shock of elec- 
tricity; the balloon caught fire, and one member of the 
crew was killed, while five others were injured. 

At Aldershot a skin prepared from the intestines of 
animals is used. Sixty thousand skins are required to 
make a single balloon. They are made entirely by 
women, the wives and daughters of the soldiers. So

A remarkable feature of the machine is that it is able 
to fly without the assistance of the balloon, and it is 
not improbable that the latter will be dispensed with. 
The aéroplanes are adjustable by novel methods. Such 


are the essentials, presented as far as possible in non- 


technical language, of a mid-air.fighting ship of the 
utility of which great things are predicted. It was not 
until 1898 that it oceurred to Dr. Barton to construct 
a machine provided with movable aéroplanes inter- 
posed between the balloon and the car on a suitably- 
constructed frame. He was undoubtedly the first in the 
geld with this combination. 

Subsequently he built another airship, the third, 
measuring twenty-one feet long, and propelled by a 
fan driven by clockwork. His model was tried in the 
public hall at Beckenham. It ascended with ease from 
the platform, and sailed to the balcony at the other end 
of the room. It was then reversed, and returned to the 
original starting point. 

The plane was subsequently placed horizontally, and 
the rudder put hard over, whereupon the machine 
journeyed round the hall, which is only about thirty- 
five feet wide, five times in succession. : 

These and other experiments convinced Dr. Barton 
of the correctness of his working principle, and he 
constructed his fourth airship on an increased scale. 
This machine, thirty-five feet long, was tried in May, 
1899, and behaved in all respects according to expecta- 
tion. 

Col. Templer, the director of the army balloon factory 
at Aldershot, is taking a practical interest in the ex- 
periments with the new airship. The colonel is an ex- 
perienced aéronaut, and almost daily risks his life in 
solving the problems of mid-air navigation. In one 
trip in which he took part the balloon dashed against 
a gasometer, hurling his companion to the ground and 
instant death, and then bounding up with him 20,000 
feet. Fearfully cut and almost insensible, the gallant 
officer managed to pull the valve rope, and descended 
more dead than alive. 4 

M. Santos-Dumont regards the balloon headquarters 
at Aldershot as a splendid field for the perfecting of the 
airship. In time of war wireless telegraphy will no 
doubt be used in connection with the flying

machine in war will be greatly discounted by the pos-

CHINA IN TRANSITION. 


EVIDENCES OF AN AWAKENING AMONG 
THE CELESTIALS. 


From a Spectal Correspondent. 


HANGHAI (China) March 15, -1902.—The oldest 
8 foreign resident in China, an American, is about to 
; return home to end his days in God's own country. 
Dr. W. A. P. Martin came to Hongkong fifty-two years 
ago, on the 10th of April, 1850, 134 days out from Bos- 
ton! His destination was Hongkong, at that time a place 
of rather unsavory reputation, and the cry of “Fank- 
wei, shato! (Foreign devil, kill him!) was unpleas- 
antly frequent. Not very long afterward he began his 
work at Ningpo, within easy reach of Shanghai. Here 
he started studying the language in which afterward he 
became 80 proficient. Not satisfied with mastering the 
focal dialect, he also acquired the Pekingese, better 
known as Mandarin, and when, at the end of the second 
war with Great Britain, the so-called Arrow war, the 
United States decided to profit by Great Britain’s efforts, 
and dispatched Hon. William B. Reed to negotiate a new 
treaty, Dr. Martin was appointed as his interpreter, and 
accompanied him to the north. The treaty was signed, 
and early in 1859 Hon. John E. Ward appeared at 
Ningpo on his way to Peking as United States Minister 
Plenipotentiary, and once more Dr. Martin went as in- 
terpreter. As ia well-known, the British and French 
plenipotentiaries demanded the execution of the treaty 
signed the year before, which allowed the residnce of 
foreign ministers at Peking—and the Chinese were de- 
termined to prevent it. The allied fleet appeared off 
Taku in the middle of May, and Mr. Ward and his staff 
‘were present as interested spectators. The entrance to 
the river was barred by chevaux-de-frise and a chain 
stretched across. This chain was burst by a shell, and 
the next day the gunboats steamed in, when they were 
opposed by a tremendous fire from the forts. It was on 
this occasion that United States Commodore Tatnall 
towed up a flotilla of launches, and excused his action 
by the famous words: “Blood is thicker than water.” 
The British and French withdrew, to return the fol- 
lowing year with greater force, but Mr. Ward decided 
to remain. Through Dr. Martin he opened negotiations 
with the authorities and after an interview, the 19th of 
July was set for the journey to Peking. After about 
eight days of travel, the party reached Tung Chow, and 
from there they proceeded in carts, escorted like pris- 
oners. The people came to see the “vanquished enemy 
coming to make submission.” 


Refused to Kowtew. 


Mr. Ward was informed that he could present his 
cr tials—provided he performed the kowtow, that 
is, the three times three prostrations. When he per- 
sisted in his refusal, he was ordered to leave the capital. 
This was done, and ratifications or what were supposed 

to be such, were exchanged at Pei-tang. 

In 1863 Dr. Martin moved to Peking. He then trans- 
lated into Chinese Wheaton’s “Elements of International 
Law.“, It was in this year that the second oldest resi- 
dent, Sir Robert Hart, took charge of the Imperial Mari- 
time Customs. Since that time Dr. Martin has been al- 
most constantly a resident of the Chinese capital, and 
shared in the siege of the legations. He was recently 
relieved of his position as president of the Imperial Uni- 
‘versity, and returns home for a well-deserved rest. 

It is somewhat strange that he was not admitted to 
the recent audience, when Sir Robert Hart, and Bishops 
Favier and Jardin were invited. The first-named con- 
versed with the Empress Dowager for about twenty 
minutes. It is a time of changes! The ladies of the 
legations were again received with the children on the 
27th of February, and the youngsters were presented 
with $100 (Mexican) each. The Dowager tried to show 
that she was learning English, by saying, Hao-tu-yin“ 
(How do you do?) “Ha-p’i-niu-yierh” (Happy New 
Year,) “Terin-ko-ti” (Drink tea.) It is not much in 
the way of real progress, but there is a grain of com- 
fort anyhow. 7 

It is said that the Empress will receive once a 
month. The Emperor is always present at these recep- 
tions, but says nothing. He has been ordered by his 
loving aunt to go with her on her proposed visit to the 
Eastern Cemetery, and, as he can’t help himself, he will 
probably go. It is easy enough to understand why Her 
Majesty desires to proceed on this melancholy journey. 
The shades of her late son, Tung Chih, the present Em- 
peror’s predecessor, have been deprived ever since his 
death in 1875, of the proper ancestral rites, and this of- 
fense against the holiest of holies—in Chinese eyes— 
accounts most likely for her recent sad experiences. And 
that is why she adopted the deposed Pu Chun as heir 
apparent, not to Kuang Hsu, who is of the same genera- 
tion as Tung Chih, but to her son, thus eliminating the 
reign of the present Emperor from Chinese history. It 
is said now, by Chinese scholars, that Kuang Hsu was 
adopted only until he should have a son, when he would 
be made to abdicate in favor of that child. But as he 
has none, that little scheme failed.

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| man had better keep away, and so had a man without 
money. Shanghei has changed very much since the 
war. Before that time, or five years ago, the merchants 
were compelled to send home for their assistants; now 
advertisements which might be classified under “Situa- 
tions Wanted” are appearing with astonishing regular- 
ity, and, as a consequence, salaries go down, while the 
cost of living increases at an uncomfortable rate. There 
is, of course, still a chance for a capable, steady, hard- 
@orking young man; but I have serious doubts if such a 
man will not find, or make for himself, a better oppor- 
tunity in the United States. Here, moreover, the 
temptation is immeasurably stronger; not only that 
there is none of that moral control which parents, 
friends, and acquaintances exercise at home, but there is 
greater facility and impulse to indulge in extravagance, 
which are almost certain to prove pitfalls. 


China, in whatever way we look at it, is a strange 
country, where all western reasoning and logic seems to 
lead to wrong conclusions. Here ig a very important 
instance: The right to manufacture in the open ports 
was guaranteed by treaty many years ago, but the au- 
thorities opposed the introduction of machinery, until 
the Japanese compelled its admission, and with it the 
right to operate it, in the Treaty of Shimonoseki. The 
residents here thought, not unnaturally, that, what with 
illimited and cheap labor, cheap coal—for coal was 
cheap at that time—the man who manufactured a popu- 
lar staple article “would have the world by the tail.” 
Cotton mills, silk-weaving mills or filetures, paper 
mills, flour mills, and other factories arose one after the. 
other, and gave rise to a not unfounded fear in America 
and Europe that serious danger from competition might 
arise. The result of six years’ experience, however, 
has proved that, Instead of the manufacturer having the 
world by the tail, the conclusion of hig reasoning was 
the wrong way. The cheap labor proved exceedingly ex- 
pensive, coal went up to an undreamed height, and very 
careful management was required to avoid failure or 
liquidation. There are some mills for sale here at be- 
low cost price. How do I account for it? Personally 1 
have given up long ago to account for anything that 
happens here. China is a country of contradictions. It 
takes a Chinaman to find out the cause of something,’ 
and I have never as yet met the Chinaman who wasted 
his time in such unprofitable pursuit. Upon my word, 
I do believe that the Celestial’s chief care, that of “sav- 
ing his face,” ig a necessity caused by the incongruity 
between cause and effect. 


What is to Come? | 


Yet, as I said before, China 1s in transition. What 
she is going to do, and how she ig going to do it; can 
be answered with more satisfaction after the thing is 
accomplished. This is really so. Look at Dr. Martin’s 
career! After half a century of honest, earnest effort on 
behalf of the Chinese, what was the result? The siege 
of the legations, and the defiance of every principle of 
international law, by the attempt to assassinate the for- L 


| 


comprehend a Chinaman and things Chinese, 
Chinaman himeelf; and I doubt if amy son of Han has 
ever incurred brain fever by the attempt. Granted that . 
no man is consistently consistent, it is harassing and 
annoying when the unexpected is sure to happen. 
Scarlet fever, diphtheria, smallpox, and other tribula- 
tions of the kind, are playing the mischief with the Chi- 
nese here. The philosophical resignation with which 
they look upon these visitations would be admirable, if 
we could get at their cause. Human life is very little 
to them. “I will attend no Chinese any more,” said one 
physician, who is indefatigable in his profession. “They | 
will not follow instructions, and when, in consequence 
of neglect, a patient dies, they refuse to pay the bill, be- 
cause the doctor did not effect a cure. The Chinese 
physicians first examine the case and, if they are satis- 
fied that it does not amount to much, they make a bar- 
gain for a lump sum, to be paid when the patient is 
cured. But if the case is hopeless, they send for the 
soothsayers to exorcise the evil spirit—and that settles 
it.” No cure, no pay, is the rule, and the result is that 
there is a heavy mortality among them. 7 
I have met a good many Chinese who read the 
papers, and, as I was anxious to test public opinion, I 
tried to fing out what was thought of the Anglo-Japa- 
nese treaty. Among the government officia!s, there is a 
feeling of soreness that a small country like Japan 
should assume a semi-protectorate over China. This 
sentiment cropped out when the Chinese Minister at 
Tokyo suggested that the Empress should send a con- 
gratulating dispatch. He was severely snubbed, but this 
did not prevent the man who advised the enub, Yuan 
Shih-kai, the Viceroy of Chih-li, to continue the engage- 
m many Japanese officers to drill the new levies of 
8 provincial army. 


Rebellion in Kuangsi. 


Poor old China! She needs an efficient force, and 
needs it badly. There is a very serious rebellion in the 
province of Kuangsi. The telegraph line has been cut 
for some twenty miles near Pingma, and not far from 
P’oli, .a telegraph station north of Langchou. It is 
said by well-informed Chinese that the whole region ° 
of the border between French Tonkin and Kuangsi is 
overrun by insurgents. The Viceroy at Canton, T’ao 
Mu, sent Gen. Ma Chia-t’ang to subdue the rebels. In- 
stead of being terror struck by that officer’s unpro- 
nounceable name, they defeated him, and he was 
forced to fall back upon Kau-chou-fu, his headquar- | 
ters near the Kuangsi border. The rebels thereupon | 
took the strong city of Fang Cheng, and killed the 
government officials. The success of the rebels was 
followed by a rising in Kuang-tung and Yunan, so that 
now three provinces are involved. It is odd that, al- 
though the native press keeps fairly well informed, no 
Chinaman of any class seems to care a continental. I

-PARIS’S WIRELESS NEWS PLAN. 

Paris wants to take the lead of other capitals in the 
development of wireless telegraphy. A new and am- 
bitious company made a tremendous announcement re- 
cently. This is a proposal to establish a vast system of 
wireless telegraph posts all over the city. Private per- 
sons, shopkeepers and café and hotel proprietors will, it 
is expected, subscribe to the company, as they do at 
present to the telephone service. Each customer will 
have a small receiving post in his residence. The com- 
pany will flash through the air on the Hertzian wave 
to the subscribers all the news which they may require 
to know.

“One of the leading officers of the artillery service 
today, then a lisutenant, was sent from Governor’s Isl- 
and, in New York Harbor, to Fort Monroe with a de- 
tachment of nineteen soldiers. They came down by sea, 
and the first night out the soldiers got onto a barrel of 
fine whisky which was in the hold, and by the aid of a 
gimblet and some straws the most of the nineteen men 
were in a very hilarious condition before midnight. 
On the second night out some of them tackled the bar- 
rel again, and in a short time they were again intox- 
icated. Among the number was Peter Douglass. When 
the time came for them to land at Fort Monroe Peter 
Douglass could not be found. It was generally thought 
he had fallen overboard, or, while intoxicated, had 
jumped overboard. Anyhow, the lieutenant turned over 
but eighteen men.

required to conisder him dead, even if he was not dead. 

“Douglass admitted that he was pretty nearly dead, 
but that he had managed to pull through. Anyhow, 
he was not admitted to the quarters at the garrison, 
and was told that he had better move along; that he 
was out of the army as surely as he had never been in it. 

“But Peter did not go far away. That evening he met 
some of his comrades, three in number, from Governor's 
Island, and they celebrated his coming to life in true 
soldierly manner. The celebration wound up in the 
guardhouse there, as did the celebrators, The record 
of the guardhouse showed that, though Peter Douglass 


had been reported dead a few days before, he was very | 


much alive. Two days afterward the names of the four 
were sent to the officer in command as a preliminary 
to having them court-martialed and punished for dis- 
orderly conduct and other violations of the laws of the 
garrison. The officer, who was a strong advocate of the 
power of record, ruled that as Peter Douglass had 
never entered the garrison, he could not be court-mar- 
tialed, and that, in fact, Peter Douglass was dead be- 
yond resurrectlon.

THE BREEDING OF THE INSECTS IN 
uk DRAWING-ROOM.

B UTTERFLIES are in the air, figuratively and lit- 


erally. With insects, as with novels, dramas and. 


gowns, fashion changes. At the present it is the 
“winged child of the sun,” the butterfly, that is to the 
fore in science, no less than in the smart world. Em- 
peror William's recent prize offer for the secret of the 
butterfly’s markings has quickened scientific interest 
abroad, while American museums and collectors are 
speculating as to the institution individual that will 
secure the Strecker butterflies, obably the largest, 
rarest and most costly collection in the world. 


Curiously, fashion, seldom given to fads of scientific 
turn, is now interested in the breeding of butterflies. 
fhe success of Miss Baden-Powell, sister of the hero 
of Mafeking, in raising butterflies in her London draw- 
ing-room, is largely responsible for the innovation, 
which has among its votaries many notable men, in- 


cluding Lionel Rothschild, whose kinsman, Baron 
Rothschild, has frequently sent butterfly catchers to 
Africa and India in quest of the “winged flowers.” 
There are 700 species of the butterfly in the United 
States—300 more than in all Europe. 

The popularity of outdoor sports is bringing society 
closer to nature’s heart. Desire for country life on the 
part of the city-bred is waxing on every side. All 
branches of natural history have a part in our educa- 
tional system unknown to a past generation, ehile the 
periodic and book literature on plant, bird and insect 
life is becoming formidable. Never was time riper for 
American society to follow this London fad, fashion's 
latest call to “the fields and woods, with net in hand.” 
For genuine pleasure in the breeding of. butterflies it is 
well to begin at the beginning, and learn, as did Eliza- 
beth in her German Garden,” through the bittersweet 
of experience.

Butterflies may be raised in the drawing-room from 
the egg, the caterpillar or the chrysalis.

THE PUSH FOR PLACES. 


STRUGGLE FOR POSITIONS IN THE 
CIVIL SERVICE. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


HEY tell me at the Civil Service Commission that 

of the 47,300 hopeful individuals who have taken the 
government's examinations this spring and last fall, 
about 36,000 have passed and that of these latter no more 
than 11,000 will be appointed. Only from 6 to 7 per cent. 
of those appointed will be women. In these figures you 
can read the horoscope of your chances of reaching a 
government desk. 
The public ill appreciates the tremendousness of this 
struggle for Uncle Sam's minor offices, waged spring and 
fall each year. Within the past decade a vast army of 
212,000 men and 24.000 women have successfully run the 
gauntiet of the civil-service examiners, so far as the 
mere honor of becoming “eligibles” is concerned. But 
of these who have seen the word “passed” noted op- 
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Strecker collection, which, it was erronevesty reported 
Dean Hoffman had bought for $20,000 for the American 
Museum of Natural History.

There need be no wonderment at this greed for a gov- 
ernment berth from him who realizes what a colossal 
employer Uncle Sam is. He is now paying 255,000 office 


civil-service. If all of these should mass they would 
form a vast city very nearly as populous as Washington 
itself. One hundred and nine thousand of these hold 
positions which can be refilled only through these semi- 
annum examinations. 

Uncle Sam’s civil pay roll amounts now to $131,000,000 
a year. If he would shut down his big mill for twelve 
months and invest this vast sum at 5 per cent., the in- 
terest would thereafter suffice to create six millionaires 
per annum. But Uncle Sam's great mill never shuts 
down. He is “sure pay” and his wages are handed out 
at the middle and end of each month in brand new 
greenbacks, fresh from the Bureau of Engravings; some- 
times, in gold pieces. 

Those who will be appointed to clerical positions as a 
result of this spring’s examinations will begin work 
probably at a salary of $900 a year or $75 a month. This 
is the usual entrance salary, although $840, $720 or even 
$600, is sometimes given at the outset. 

Washington employés fare better as to pay than those 
outside. The average salary which Uncle Sam pays 
here at the capital is about $1129 a year. But the average 
salary paid in his entire civil establishment is but $557.24 
per annum. 

No wonder, then, that Washington is the particular 
goal for which every civil-service contestant is striving. 
It is indeed a vast city of clerks. One out of every 
fourteen of its population holds civil office under the 
Federal government. In fact, its government clerks 
could establish for themselves a city as populous as 
Austin, Tex. And yet, for every civil employé situated 
here, Uncle Sam pays eleven outside. 

The Presjdent now has the privilege of personally ap- 
pointing but 1502 officials under him. Only a fifth ef 
these are situated here at the capital. 

Postmaster-General Payne can brag of having wader 
him the largest civil force working in a single depart- 
ment. His employés, numbering 136,000, would form a 
body greater than the army as now organized and might 
form for themselves a city more populous than Denver. 
Over half of these are fourth-class postmasters. Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Shaw comes next with 29.000 civil 
assistants, while Secretary of War Root ranks third, 
with 27,000. But even adding the standing army of 100, 
000, Secretary Roots’ force is still less tham the Post- 
master-General’s. The Navy Department ranks fourth 
as to number of employés, having over 17,000. and fol- 
lowing it comes the Interior Department, with nearly 
16,000, At the foot of the numerical list are the Agri- 
cultural Department, with 3400; Department of Justice, 
with 901, and Department of State, with a few less than 
this number. In the White House offices there are but 
28 employés. 

Men and women who enlist in the civil-service now 
are practically as sure of retaining their positions as 
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they went out; some have espoused the fair enemy out 
there; many have succumbed to the charms of the 
young military nurses; great numbers invalided 
home have been promptly wedded by their patriotic and 
Grateful feminine contemporaries—{ Ladies’ Field,

While Uncle Sam's giving office work—through ex- 
amination—to 570 new persons each year, he is discharg- 
ing men and women of the classified service at the rate 


— 
staying in are nine to one. Although there were but 
5200 civil employés of the government at the time, An- 
drew Jackson, during his first year in the White House, 
removed 2000 employés. That year was a reign of ter- 
ror for department clerks. John Quincy Adams, in his 
diary, observed that one Henshaw, a War Department 
clerk, cut his throat from ear to ear “from the mere 
terror of being dismissed,” and that Linneus Smith, a 
State Department clerk, went raving distracted,” while 
many others were “threatened with the same calamity.” 

Uncle Sam is appointing boys as young as 14 to such 
positions as page, messenger boy, apprentice and stu- 
dent, in various departments. But he employs no clerks, 
stenographers or typewriters under 20. 

In the departments here there are 140 employés still 
in their “teens;” 254 in their seventies: 34 in their 
eighties. One employee of the treasury has remained 
there sixty-four years. Another, in the Navy Depart- 
ment, has seen fifty-two years of service. He entered 
when 21 years old, and is now getting $1800 a year. The 
Nestor of the Interior Department has kept his place 
forty-nine years; that of the Department of Agriculture, 
forty-one years; that of the Department of Justice, 
thirty-six years; that of the State Department, thirty- 
five years. A great majority of the entire departmental 
service have Feen at least ten years of continuous serv- 
ice. 

It costs Uncle Sam about $14.50 for each appointment 
which he makes through the Civil-Service Commission. 
If a reasonable percentage of those examined were to re- 
ceive appointments this expense would of course be in- 
significant. As it is, the Civil-Service Commission com- 
prises a personnel of only sixty-seven clerks. This year 
they conducted examinations in 136 cities. 

The government now has in complete running order a 
separate civil-service board at Manila, which is holding 
examinations in this country during the present spring. 
This board is entirely distinct from the Civil-Service 
Commission here and among its peculiar restrictions is 
that applicants must furnish medical certificates setting 
forth that they are fully qualified to work in that 
enervating, tropical clime. They must be between the 
ages of 18 and 40 years of age. In Hawaii Uncle Sam 
has another civil-service board, while he is making ar- 
ents to hold examinations in Porto Rico. 

The department buildings in Washington are, gen- 
erally speaking, among the finest government structures 
in the world. But Uncle Sam is fast outgrowing all of 
the older ones. For the Department of Justice he is 
now hiring a hotel up on K street, next door to the 
mansion owned by the father of the Duchess de Arcos 
—wife of the Spanish Minister. Even this is too small 
and the old Corcoran Art Gallery holds part of the of- 
fice equipment of Mr. Knox’s department. The great 
State, War and Navy Building is literally filled to over- 
flowing, and a veritable village of buildings are now 
rented as offices for the War and Navy clerks. The 
proposition now is to remove the State Department into 
a new building, to be shared also by the Department of 
Justice. The Postoffice Department recently doubled up 
with the new city postoffice, and the Interior Department 
besides overflowing into the old Postoffice Department, 
extends its jurisdiction over the great Pension Office, 
and occupies a number of large buildings rented for the 
clerks of the Census and Bureau of Education. The De- 
partment of Agriculture rents annexes on practically ev- 
ery street in its vicinity, but soon an imposing marble 
structure will include its many laboratories and offices. 
That Washington is “a city of government clerks” can 
best be realized in the spring and summer season, when 
baseball games are always called at 4:30 p.m., to allow 
their best patrons time to reach the grounds. Through- 
out the year physicians and dentists fix their office 
hours between 4 and 6 p.m. and between those hours 
the shopkeepers do their best business. 
No one can gainsay that Uncle Sam's hours are the 
most generous in the world. His clerks can sleep until 
8 a.m. or even until 8:30—in most instances. They need 
not reach their desks until 9, but are expected to be 
there on the minute. In each department the employés 
are given a card or blank on which must be entered a 
record of the minutes they are tardy or late each day. 
Recently an official exhibited to me two of these time 
reports, inscribed by a wag who, giving the required ex- 
cuse for one minute's tardiness, wrote: 
“The preceding nocturnal precipitation of congealed 
atmospheric humidity and the subsequent dissemina- 
tion of the crystalline deposit by boreal disturbances 
‘necessitating a reluctant compliance with obnoxious 
municipal regulations, conspired to cause a slight tardi- 
ness, to say nothing of the physical lassitude consequent 
upon unwonted manual exertion.” | 
Another's excuse for ten minutes’ tardiness was this; 

We waited for the motor, , 

While it refused to mote. 

The language which was uttered, 
; Was quite unfit to quote.“ 
As promptly as the time ball on the State, War and 
Navy Building announces the noon hour, a flood of clerks 
issues from the portals of all government offices and 
sweeps into the daily lunch-rooms lining each depart- 
ment square. In the attic of the State, War and Navy 
Building, in the basement of the Interior Department 
and Treasury and in nooks or corners of the other de- 
partment buildings are well-patronized cafés,“ with 
counters spread with pies, sandwiches and _ steaminz 
coffee tanks. The proprietors of these establishments 
receive generous concessions from the government and 
do a thriving business. 
At 12:30 each clerk returns to his desk and there re- 
mains until 4. In hot summer he is usually allowed a 
half day off each Saturday. In the cgurse of each year 
he enjoys thirty days’ leave for di ion, and can be 
away thirty days more on account of iliness, without 
losing his pay. 
In the Washington departments 127 different salaries, - 
ranging from $156.50 to $8000 a year, are paid to the 
President's subordinates. 
The women of the departments offer an overhack- 
neyed theme, but nowhere haxe been presented to the 
popular mind figures showing their dwindling chances 
for entering the departmental service here. Last year 
there were appointed as clerks 4 women and 141 men: 
as stenographers, 2 women and 26 men; as stenographers 
and typewriters, 13 women and 89 men; as typewriters, 
2 women and 53 men. At this rate, the fair sex will 
soon be in such a small minority within the departments 
as to be seldom seen. 3

NEW YORK’'S GREAT SUBWAY. 
MOST EXTENSIVE PUBLIC WORK ON EARTH 
NOW IN PROGRESS. 
By a Special Contribulor. 

MAGINE a tunnel, six feet high and three feet wide, 
] from New York to Chicago and you have some con- 

ception of the cubical contents of the New York 
subway when completed. Now imagine that from New 
York to Cleveland there was solid rock, that for a con- 
siderable distance a street car service had to be main- 
tained unimpaired above the digging toilers and that 
water mains, gas pipes and sewage had to be moved 
whenever the path of the tunnel intercepted them, and 
you may realize what a tremendous engineering task is 


being pushed forward now in New York City months 


ahead of contract time. 

The. comparison is not quite accurate but it serves 
its purpose of calling attention to the most gigantic 
piece of engineering in modern times. Three million 
cubic yards of space, underneath a teeming city, are 
to make room for a_ $35,000,000 railway. Sixty-five 
thousand tons of steel will be used in the arches, pil- 
lars and rails. Ten thousand men will have been en- 
gaged nearly four years in bringing this marvel about. 
All this is to the end that the New Yorker and the 
visiting stranger may be whisked from one extremity 
of Manhattan Island to the other in a hurry. 

At the present time millions of feet of lumber are be- 
ing used to maintain undisturbed the street surface 
with its ceaseless traffic going on above the excavations. 
If this timber had been used in building homes for the 
army of 10,000 workmen employed there would have 


been sufficient for a two-story frame house for every 


man. The two and a half million tons of rock which 
are to be taken out would make a solid wall three feet 
thick, six feet high and nearly five hundred miles long, 
and if the dirt were spread over Central Park the entire 
area would be covered ten inches deep. As a matter of 


fact, acres and acres of New Jersey swamp land are be- 
ing made habitable since the Rapid Transit Commission 
began to dump the surplus dirt and rock upon them. 

It is a veritable city under a city which the engineers 
and contractors are building, a city of one street, to be 
sure, now with two roadways, now with four, but it 
is an electrically-lighted, clean, well-ventilated averiue 
of travel, and millions of passengers will be carried 
over it every year. 


Strange Metropolitan Sights. , 


Those who wish to see strange sights In the metrop- 
olis can find more variety in a trip along the line of the 
subway in its present state than in any other excur- 
sions in Manhattan. New Yorkers have not yet ac- 
customed themselves to the upheaval of streets, the 
jacked-up street car lines, the swinging cranes and the 
cable ways on which ton loads are carried at a time. 
Now and then.the pedestrian is confronted by a work- 
ingman who waves a red flag and cries out, “Fire!” 
and the pedestrian knows that an explosion is imminent. 
Crowds watch daily the operation of the compressed 
air drills which bore into the solid rock; at times the 
monotony of living in the neighborhood is disturbed 
by the thunder of a blast, passengera in near-by street 
cars feel their hats lifted slightly from their heads. 
They remark, “Only the subway,” and wonder when 
all the confusion and muss will be over. 

Down below, on the damp, sunless bottom of the 
many openings, the real state of the subway may best 
be seen, provided one ‘is fortunate enough to secure per- 
mission to explore the cuts and headings.

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MOUNTAIN EXPLORERS. 


AN EXPEDITION TO CONQUER MOUNT EVEREST, 
THE HIGHEST MOUNTAIN IN THE WORLD. 


[}.ondon Illustrated Mail:] A party of English, Swiss 
and Austrian mountaineers have just embarked upon 
the most ambitious and difficult climbing feat ever es- 
sayed. It is no less than an atiempt to reach the sum- 
mit of Mount Everest, in the Himalayas, 29,000 feet 
high, and the highest mountain in the world. If the 
expedition is a success, all climbing records will be 
broken. 

England is represented by Messrs. Crowley, Knowles 
and Eckenstein, the last of whom accompanied Sir Mar- 
tin Conway in his famous ascent of the Pioneer Peak in 
the Himalayas, when the height reached was about 
23,000 feet. 

In climbing circles doubt exists as to whether the 
enormous difficulties and dangers to be encountered on 
Mount Everest will not gain the mastery over the plucky 
band of mountaineers. A distinguished member of the 
Alpine Club informed a representative of the Illustrated 
Mail that the possibility of starvation was perhaps the 
greatest drawback. The distances are so vast that it 
might be impossible to carry sufficient food. 

Then there was the terrible mountain sickness, a mys- 
terious disease which has baffled the doctors of the 
world to diagnose. 

“A curious fact is,” said this authority, “that in the 
early days of climbing the sickness used to attack the 
mountaineer at a height of about 5000 feet. The height 
increased yearly, and now it seldom overtakes the 
| climber at less than 14,000 feet. Another extraordinary 
thing is that no one has yet discovered what causes 
the disease. The rarefied air is popularly supposed to 
be the cause; but opinions still differ, though hundreds 
of volumes have been written on the subject.” 

The interviewer suggested that the inhalation of 
oxygen ‘might stave off the illness. ‘ 

“That plan has been tried,” was the reply, “and the 
results are quite unsatisfactory.” Sir Martin Conway's 
experiences in the Himalayas at a height of 23,000 feet 
appear to be opposed to the theory of the want of 
oxygen. Mr. Whymper, another famous climber, looks for 
an explanation of the sickness to the expansion of air 
within the climber’s body and the consequent pressure 
upon the internal organs. Another opinion is that at 
great heights there is diminished pressure on the 
spinal cord. The result is that walking, which at great 
altitudes should be almost automatic, demands a power- 
ful effort. Fatigue and drowsiness overcome the climber 
the heart beats spasmodically, and the blood refuses ic 
flow to the extremities.. Consequently, frost-bite ir 
added to the many other perils of the mountaineer. — 
Anaemic persons, it appears, are impossible a 
climbers. Those tolerably full-blooded, of spare hab 
and large bones are best suited for such gigantic task. 
as scaling the heights of Mount Everest. 

“Another discase to which the climber is subject.” 
said the above authority, “is indigestion, for he lives — 
for days—it may be for weeks—on condensed foods 
biscuits and chocolate.” - : 
The mountaineer, the writer further learned, docs 
not suffer from hemorrhage at the nose and mouth 
does the aeronaut, and that despite the fact that th 
climber ascends to a greater height. 

During his record-breaking climb in the Himalayas. 
Sir Martin Conway found that “the heat of the sun wa 
terrible, but the cold ground seemed to suck the warmth 
out of our feet.” At 20,000 fect there was a total los: 
of sensation in the feet, sometimes for a whole day to 
gether. There was utter aerial stagriation, which, h. 
says, “made life intolerable.” There was enormou: 
difficulty in breathing, which, strange to say, disap 
peared on sitting down. 5 

A spirit lamp in the tent roared and raged. wher 
lighted in a way that sent the party scurrying for thei: 
lives yet at lower altitudes the lamp burned withou 
these remarkable displays. 

At 23,000 feet Sir Martin says that h's heart was “‘i 
a parlous state.“ Smoking had such an . 
effect upon that organ that he gave up the habit unt 
the descent began. After unfastening one boot pre 
paratory to rest, the climber had to lie down and tak 
breath before beginning to unloosen the other. 

“We felt weak and ill like men just lifted from beds 
of sickness,” he adds. “A delicious lassitude and for 
getfulness of past labor supervened upon our over. 
wrought frames. My heart raced like a screw out of 
water, and all my nerves throbbed.” 

Throughout that fearful time Sir Martin’s fare con- 
sisted of about seven small biscuits and two pieces ot 
chocolate daily. 

The party who are to attempt to scale Mount Everest 
will have to contend with the extremes of heat and 
cold, while tremendous ice slopes and avalanche clouds 
will be encountered. On one occasion Sir Martin Con- 
ways expedition had to run for dear life from ar 
avalanche cloud that threatened to sweep them from 
a height of about 14,000 feet. They leapt crevaszes 
which they would not have dreamed of attempting in 
cold blood, and then flung themsetves on their faces. 
They beat the avalanche cloud. Only the fringeeof it 
touched them, raising a terrific wind as it passed and 
drenching them to the skin. 

On another occasion one of the party got into the 
trough of an avalanche, and in climbing wildly at the 
ice wall broke off his nails and filed off the ends of his 
fingers! After falling 200 feet he was flung out of the 


trough into a heap of soft snow, where he stuck, thus es- 
caping from what appeared imminent death. 


When the party was at a height of 23,000 feet one of 


the guides missed his footing and dangled at the end 
of the rope with 2000 feet of space beneath him!

If you wish to use paper on your 
parlor walls you will find among the new designs most 
delicious shades of yellow, from the rich pumpkin yel- 
low to that of creamy butter. A beautiful effect can also 
be obtained by using a striped paper in two tones of yel- 
low, with a creamy ceiling in one color. Your hangings 
could then be of golden brown silk velour. If the ma- 
terial is not double-faced you could line them with yel- 
low silk or furniture sateen. Your woodwork stained 
Flemish oak would correspond most beautifully with this 
scheme. Your library in cold green would lead well 
from this coloring. A Bagdad cover on your window 
seat would look well in your green library, especially if 
you use a creamy yellow sateen lining for the brown 
door curtains between parlor and library. If you wish to 
keep. your sitting-room also a light color, I can think of 
nothing prettier for you than blue and white. The dull

If you like 
the idea of a rag rug you could have one woven of 
indigo blue and white in irregular splashes, with a wide 
border of the plain dark blue. This border can run 
merely across the ends, thus enhancing the apparent 
length of the room, or to give a square look to the apart- 
ment, can go all around the four sides.

Town Without a Country. 
HEN a person speaks about the sma'lest States 
in the world he mentions the republic of San 
Marino in the Apennines, the republic of Andorra in the 
Pyrenees or the principality of Monaco. There is a lit- 
tle district smaller than any of these which is still more 
curious in its political relations. It cannot be called 
independent, for two countries have a hand in its af- 
fairs, and yet it belongs to nobody and thus occupies 
an anomalous position. 
This little area, containing only about two square 
miles, is the ground on which the town of Moresnet 
stands, a little to the southwest of the important Ger- 
man city of Aix-la-Chapelle. 
The Vienna Congress in 1815 established a new boun- 
dary between the Low Countries and Prussia. The 
Congress was unable to agree as to how a very short 
part of the boundary should be drawn. A temporary 
arrangement was finally made by which Moresnet should 
be called neutral territory. Subsequent events played 
ducks and drakes with the frontiers established by the 
Congress of Vienna. But Moresnet has never been dis- 
turbed. It is still neutral territory and is so marked 
today on every good map in Europe. 
The town is mentioned in very few school or other 
geographies. Writers would not know where to class 
Moresnet if they did mention it. 
The powers had on their hands a little town which 
they had excluded from all political allegiance. It was 
necessary to do something for the poor little place as 
they could not agree to give it either to the Low Country 
(now Belgium) or to Prusia; so they drew up a consti-

R. CARNEGIE’S unique and generous gifts to tne 


cause of education and popular enlightenment in 
the endowment of libraries afid our national uni- 
versity have been so great that the spirit of the donor 
seems an example of the collective philanihropy of a 
humanitarian epoch. So wonderful a genius of benevo- 
lence has made the giver’s name an honor to the cen- 


tury. The magnificent liberality of Mr. Carnegie will 
lend a deeper interest of this view concerning “The 
Empire of Business, which is a book of earnest convic- 
tions and illustrates a sovereign power of expressing 
them. 

The advance sheets of this new publication give as- 
surance that the reader cannot fail to receive inspiration 
from Mr. Carnegie’s thought, and recognize a master 
mind in this self-reliant and unaffected work, in which 
the author asserts that a noble, moral rationale may be 
demonstrated in.the commercial progress of men and 
nations. Mr. Carnegie is the author of “The Gospel of 
Wealth, “Round the World,” and other works, Several 
chapters of this book first appeared in various period- 
icals, as the North American Review, the Nineteenth 
Century and others. Among the themes with which the 
author deals are “The Common Interest of Labor and 
Capital,” “Thrift as a Duty,” “How to Win Fortune,” 
Wealth and Its Uses,” “Anglo-American Trade Rela- 


tions,” Iron and Steel at Home and Abroad,” Oil and | 


Gas Wells,” and “Railroads, Past and Present.“ 

The talk to young men advises them to be willing to 
take the most subordinate positions and work up. The 
author says he began with sweeping out an office and 
his fellow-sweepers were David McCargo, now superin- 
tendent of the Alleghany Valley Railroad; Robert Pit- 
cairn, superintendent of the Pennsylvania Railroad, and 
Mr. Moreland, City Attorney. The young men are di- 
rected to aim high. Mr. Carnegie says: “Be King in 
your dreams; make your vow that you will reach that 
position, with untarnished reputation, and make no 
other vow to distract your attention, except the very 
commendable one that when you area member of a firm, 
or before that, if you have been promoted two or three 
times, you will form another partnership with the love- 
liest of her sex—a partnership to which our new partner- 
ship act has no application. The liability there is never 
limited.” 

Without any disposition to moralize or deliver a hom- 
ily, Mr. Carnegie says: “If you wish to become suc- 
cessful business men, there is no genuine, praiseworthy 
success in life, if you are not truthful, honest and fair 
dealing. I assume that you are, and will remain all 
these, and that you are determined to live pure respect- 
able lives. There is no creditable future for you else. 
Otherwise your learning and your advantages not only 
go for naught, but serve to accentuate your failure and 
your disgrace.” 

Mr. Carnegie warns against three grave dangers: “The 
first and most seductive, and the destroyer of most young 
men de says, “is the drinking of liquor. I am no 
temperance lecturer in disguise, but a man who knows 
and tells you what observation has proved to him; and 
i say to you that you are more likely to fail in your 
career from acquiring the habit of drinking liquor than 
from any or all the other temptations likely to assail 
you. You may yield to almost any other temptation and 
reform—may brace up, and if not recover lost ground, at 
least remain in the race and secure and maintain a re- 
spectable position. But from the insane thirst for liquor 
escape is almost impossible. I have known but few ex- 
ceptions to the rule.” The next greatest danger to 
young business men, Mr. Carnegie asserts to be specula- 
tion, and says that men who make money by specula- 
tion, as a rule, die poor. While the speculator and 
business man tread divergent lines, the former depends 
upon a sudden turn of fortune’s wheel; he Is a million- 
aire today, a bankrupt tomorrow. But the man of busi- 
ness knows that only by years of patient, unremitting 
attention to affairs can he earn his reward, which is the 
result not of chance, but of well-devised means for the 
attainment of ends. During all these years his is the 
cheering thought that by no possibility can be benefit 
himself without carrying prosperity to others.” 


The third danger against which Mr. Carnegie warns 


young men is “the perilous habit of indorsing which ap- 
peals to the generous instincts and assails one gen- 
erally in the garb of friendship. I ü beseech you 
avoid liquor, speculation and indorsement. Do not fail 
in either, for liquor and speculation are the Scylla and 
Charybdis of the young man’s business sea, and indorse- 
ment his rock ahead.” 

Mr. Carnegie, concerning education, emphasizes the 
value of technical schools and the needs of practical 
study, and says: Real ability, the capacity for doing 
things, was never so eagerly searched for as now, and 
never commanded such rewards. No great business of 
any kind can score an unusually brilliant and permanent 
success which is not in the hands of practical men, who 
are peculiarly interested in its results.” 

Mr. Carnegie makes a plea for codperation in the 
great establishment and for allowing workingmen to 
become stockholders, and states that there are many 
well-managed corporations whose assets and prestige 
enable them to earn satisfactory returns, and no better 
evidence of capacity and good judgment can a work- 
man give to his employers than that furnished by the 
presence of his name upon the books as a shareholder 
in the concern.” The author shows that “the saving 
workman is the valuable workman, and the wise em 
ployer regards the fact that he does save as prima 


facie evidence that ‘there is something exceptionally 


; 
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valuable in him.” The following excerpts show the trend 
of Mr. Carnegie’s philosophy: 

“A basketful of bonds is the heaviest basket a young 
man ever bad to carry. I would almost ag soon leave a 
22 man a curse as burden him with the almighty 

ollar.”’ 

“Men who in old age strive only to increase their al- 
ready great hoards are usually the slaves of the habit of 
hoarding formed in their youth. At first they own the 
money; later in life the money owns them.” 

“It is not from the sons of the millionaire or the 
noble that the world receives its teachers, its martyrs, 
its inventors, its statesmen, its poets, or even its men of 
affairs. It is from the cottage of the poor that all 
these spring.” 

“Money is left by millionaires to public institutions 
when they must relax their grasp upon it. There is no 
grace, and can be no blessing, in giving what cannot be 
withheld.” 

Mr. Carnegie urges “Thrift as a Duty,” but warns 
against becoming miserly and that most disagreeable of 
men—an avaricious millionaire. He prophesies that the 


day will come when it will seem to be a disgrace for a 


man to die possessed of millions of available wealth 
which was free and in his hands to become a blessing to 
the community.” 

One of the finest pages of the book is shown in the 
high ideals of service to the race. 
its watchword. Members of this inner and higher cir- 
cle seek not popular applause, are not concerned with 
being popular, but with being right. They say, with 
Confucius: ‘ht concerneth me not that I have not high 
office; what concerns me is to make myself worthy of 
Office.’ It is not cast down by poverty, neither duly 
elated by prosperity. The man belonging to this class 
simply seeks to do his duty day by day in such manner 
as may enable him to honor himself, fearing nothing but 
his own self-reproach. I have known men and women, 
not prominently before the public, for this class courts 


not prominence, but who in their lives proved them- 


selves to have reached this idea! stage.“ 

The author considers that “Trusts carry their own 
cure and cannot last.“

uries used by the extravagant rich class without re- 
gard to free trade or protection, but primarily for 
revenue; no income tax in time of peace; no violent 
changes affecting established industries; reciprocity to 
foreign trade; bounty on home-grown sugar should be 
continued; such wool as cannot be produced at home 
should be free; art of all kinds free; the tariff once set- 
tled, there should be tariff legislation only in the second 
year after each census.” 

Concerning the acquiring of fortune, one reads: 
“There is no great fortune to come from salary, how- 
ever high, and the business man pursues fortune. If he 
be wise he puts all his eggs in one basket, and then 
watches that basket. If he is a merchant in coffee, he 
attends to coffee; if a merchant in sugar, he attends to 
sugar and lets coffee alone, and only mixes them when 
he drinks his coffee with sugar in it. If he mine coal 
and sell it, he attends to the black diamonds; if he own 
and sails ships, he attends to shipping, and he ceases 
to insure his own ships just as soon as he has surplus 
capital and can stand the loss of one without imperil- 
ing solvency; if he manufacture steel, he sticks to 
steel, and severely lets copper alone; if he mine iron- 
stone, he sticks to that, and avoids every other kind 
of mining, silver and gold mining especially. This is 
because a man can thoroughly master only one business 
and only an able man can do this. I have never yet

Prof, Edward H. Griggs recently closed a | 


series of lectures on “Moral Leaders” in Tremont Tem- 
ple, Boston. Of his lecture on the person and work of 
Jesus Christ, Zion’s Herald says: “As a student of 
epochal men and movements, Mr. Griggs is critical, fair 
and just as a religious teacher, sometimes inadequate 
and unsafe. While he concedes that Jesus was the con- 
summate fruitage of humanity, the best and noblest man 
that ever lived, he eludes every inquiry which seeks to 
make him reveal his view of the person and work of 
Christ.” 

Public attention has been widely directed to a recent 
work by Charles William Pearson, in which, while he 
expresses the most profound admiratlon for the life of 
Christ and the beauty of His teachings, he denies the 
divinity of Christ and the authenticity of the miracles. 
This work was considereg illogical as coming from the 
pen of one selected to uphold the law and order of the 
Northwestern University at Evanston. Dr. Pearson's 
resignation followed. The book is simply a study of the 
life of Christ as a man of moral power. ) 

Dr. Sanday, who contributed to the second volume of 
the Hastings “Dictionary of the Bible,” has written of 
all the main features of Christ’s life, and His influence 
on subsequent centuries. It has been said of him: “Prof. 
Sanday assumes from the first the attitude of a Chris- 
tian believer, and nothing is more remarkable in the 
whole performance than the delicate fervor of faith that 
is combined with fidelity to facts, and with fairness to 
the opinion of others. He holds that Jesus was from 
His baptism perfectly conscious of His Messianic voca- 
tion and resolved to found the kingdom of God upon 
earth: but He had first to transform the conception of 
the kingdom entertained by His contemporaries; and 
this delayed His full manifestation of Himself, while 
it accounts for the comparative rarity of testimonies 
from His own lips in the gospels. But His work to- 
ward the close centered more and more in His own 
person, and He spoke about Himself with growing free- 
dom. He holds that it by no means follows that what 
is peculiar to a single gospel is by that fact stamped 
as less historical.” 

That Mr. Pearson has only been able to perceive the 
humanitarian character of the Master has grieved many 
of his co-laborers, who are bound by the law that: “All 
men should honor the Son, even as they honor the 
Father. He that honoreth not the Son, honoreth not 
the Father which hath sent Him The Word was God— 
the Word was made flesh.“ .

At 
present, I am inclined to believe that the fruitarians are 
the nearest to the correct theory, and that bread, or 
starch in any form, is a more or less undesirable food. 
However, the great trouble in these things is that al- 
most every one who takes an interest in such matters 
appears to be unable to abstain from becoming more or 
less of a crank on the subject. There are good ideas in 
almost all of these dietary schools, but none of them 
will suffice to make a perfect man. Apart from the 
humanitarian side of the question, I think the moderate 
consumption of cleanly-fed meat—say a small portion 
once a day—with general temperance in food and drinks, 
and keeping one’s mind off the stomach, is far more 
likely to be productive of sound health than the gorging 
of large amounts of vegetable substances, many of which 
are difficult of digestion, and the constant worrying 
about what one should swallow. However, I have con- 
stantly combated the prevailing error that flesh food 
is necessary for physical and mental vigor.”

Spurious Diabetes. 


HE editor of Medical Talk, an excellent hygienic 

monthly, published at Columbus, O., in the April 
number has an article written in reply to a corre- 
spondent on what the editor calls “spurious diabetes.” 
In the course of this article he says: 

“If you will look into medical books, you will find 
that there is what is known as two forms of diabetes 
diabetes mellitus and diabetes insipidus. The derivati9n 
of the word diabetes is from Greek words meaniag 
“through” and “to go,” making it of very vague deriva- 
tion. The word, however, is applied to too excessive 
urination; it has no reference whatever to sugar. 

“Therefore, they added to one form of excessive 
urination the word ‘mellitus’ calling it diabetes mellitus, 
which in ordinary terms is called sugar diabetes. In 
the other form of diabetes insipidus the constituents of 
the urine are perfectly normal, except, of course the ex- 
cessive quantity making it of tower specific 
gravity consisting as it does almost entirely of 
water. This form of dlabetes should be called polyuria, 
which means simply too much urine. 

“Now there is no similarity whatever between these 
two affections. Diabetes mellitus is as different from 
diabetes insipidus as stone bruise is from cancer. They 
never ought to have been confused by naming them both 
diabetes. What is now called diabetes insipidus should 
have been called polyuria, and the other should have 
been called sugar diabetes. 

“Your case is a typical case of polyuria or diabetes in- 
sipidus. It is not likely there has ever been any sugar 
in your urine, except the slight trace of sugar that is 
present in any normal specimen of urine, especially 
after a full meal. | 

“In all cases of nervous prostration there are spelis of 
tree flow of limpid urine alternating with spells of 
scanty urine. During the time of the free flow of urine, 
the word ‘diabetes’ has come to be used to describe this 
one symptom it should never have been used in this 
connection with this condition. The word ‘diabetes’ 
has frightened some patients to death. 

“The victim of real diabetes—diabetes mellitus, or 
sugar diabetes—is free from all nervous apprehension, 
has an enormous appetite, digests his food well, has no 
Heriod of passing scanty urine, grows thin rapidly and 
in no way resembles the victim of diabetes insipidus or 
*polyuria.”’

Sulphuric acid, he avers, 
forms a large part of the chemical compound of the flour 
and sugar adulterant, and salicylic acid, he declares, is 
largely used in preserving beef and other meats in ap- 
parently good condition for long periods.

“AN AT THE HEAD OF LATEST MOVE AGAINST 


MANCHU DYNASTY A HARVARD GRADUATE. 


(New York Tribune:] Dr. Sun Yat-Sen, who is said 
$e be the head of the rebellion which has broken out in 


We. There he became imbued with republican 
eas, and on his return to China he associated himself 
wah other young and educated men of his race. They 
formed a secret political agency, known as the Hing 
Wooy, or Chinese Progressive Society. 

After practicing medicine for a time in Hongkong, 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen went to London to prosecute some 
medical studies. In October, 1896, soon after his arrival 
there be met a Chinaman from Canton in the street and 
they fell in with another. The two induced the 
doctor to visit the Chinese legation with them. There 
be was kept as a prisoner. After six days of confine- 
ment the prisoner managed to communicate with an 
Bagiish friend. The latter appealed to the British gov- 
@mment, and by the action of the Marquis of Salisbury 
the prisoner was released. He had learned that the 
plan was to blind and gag him and carry him at night 
gboard a steamer chartered for the trip to China, where 
bis probable fate would have been torture and death. 

Dr. Sun Yat Sen did not relax his activity in the 
movement for the freeing of China from the present 
form of government, and in 1898 he was engaged in the 
outbreak, in the course of which the imperial troops 
were defeated at Woo-Chow, with a large loss of life. 
The Boxer outbreak in Northern China engrossed 60 
much attention afterward that little has been heard of 
the southern rebelg until their recent activity. 

The Chinese Progressive Society is said to have many 
eéherents in this country, particularly in this city and 
ts San Francisco. At the time of the former outbreak 
ene of the leading Chinese merchants in this city said: 
“I cannot disclose anything with reference to the work 
of the organization, but when the time comes to strike 
= blow for the overthrow of the present dynasty and 
the formation of a republic on American lines, the sys- 
tem of government now existing in China will receive 
aS severe shock, and I think we will win.“ 

Another member of the organization said: “The 
Hing Chung Wooy is a branch of the so-called Black 
Piag Society, which organized the Tai-Ping rebellion 
forty years ago. The Tai-Ping rebellion came near suc- 
ceeding. The present revolt, I think, will be successful, 
for several reasons. The movenment is led by the 
student cl educated young men, whose ideas are 
progressive, and who are animated by a spirit of pa- 
triotism in their endeavor to throw off the tyrannical 
yoke of the alien Manchu dynasty. We think we shall 
Succeed in overthrowing the present dynasty. If not 
now, then in three or four years. Meanwhile, the revolt 
will constantly spread. The government has not the 
power to put it down.”

THE FROZEN MAMMOTH. § 


HOW DID HE COME TO BE CAUGHT IN f 
POLAR PASTURES? 


By Special Contributor. 


HE recent remarkable discovery by Dr. Herz ot the 

body of a huge mammoth in a bed of glacier ice in 

Eastern Siberia, has again revived among scien- 
tific thinkers the discussion of the manifest changes the 
earth has undergone since these mammoth quadrupeds 
fed in lands of abounding pastures, where snow and ice 
have held sway for thousands of years. A mammoth 
locked in glacier ice has seemed to be an enigma diffi- 
cult to solve and, in this case, we have one peculiarly 
hard to solve, as linked to existing causes, and all man- 
ner of suggestions wise or otherwise, have been put 
forth to aid in the longed-for solution. 

As far back as the summer of 1799 a mammoth was 
found by Dr. Adams frozen in a glacier of clear ice, 
which abutted against the beach at the mouth of the 
Lena River in Northern Siberia. The skeleton of this 
| animal, I believe, is mounted in the museum of St. 
Petersburg. It was so well preserved in the matrix of 
ice, that Cuvier, after cl fiew of the accompany- 
ing conditions, declared t the animal was suddenly 
killed and immediately buried in a frosty grave, and 
that it had remained in that condition from the day it 
was overtaken by some sudden catastrophe. Since that 
time a large number of these animals have been found 
in the Arctic world. Many of them are remarkably well 
preserved. Their flesh kept for thousands of years in 
cold storage, was in some cases so fresh that it was 
untainted as though but yesterday slain and sealed 
away in ice. The Lena mammoth afforded food for 
wolves and bears for years, as it gradually melted from 
the great ice wall and fell from a height of forty feet 
to the beach. The woolly rhinoceros was associated in 
life with the Arctic mammoth, and in the stomach of 


mouth was found the remains of food partly masticated. 


Remarkably Preserved. 8 


Such things as these necessarily led to the conclusion 
that the animals thus involved were overtaken in the 
spot and immediately incased in ice. It is eaid that the 
brain and blood corpuscles in some cases showed no sign 
of decay. The very pupil of the eye was undecayed, and 
the general condition of the body showed no disturbance 
since the ice closed in around it. There appears to have 
been a general distribution of the mammoth and his 
com peers over the frozen belt of the Arctic world. Many 
of them have been found in Alaskan ice, where they 
have been dug up by gold-seekers in many parts of that 
country. The Indians and Eskimos use the tallow ren- 
dered to burn in lamps and candles, and there are today 
samples of this rendered mammoth tallow in the Smith- 
sonian Museum at Washington. | 

It seems that Dr. Herz’s mammoth has afforded some 
very striking features. In addition to the undigested 
food in the stomach, which the animal had put there the 
day he perished, there was a tuft of grass in the animal's 
mouth, which the trunk had gathered to thrust there 
just before its death, which plainly shows that sudden- 
ness is the word we can use as a correct epitaph of this 
great Arctic graveyard. 

‘Theories That Do not Explain. 

Many theories have been advanced to account for 
these remarkable phenomena of the frozen world. With 
our present knowledge we cannot understand how a 
comparatively warm region can so suddenly become a 
frozen land, and yet this seems to be the testimony of 
the witnesses that crowd in to testify. Some have 
claimed that the earth's center of gravity became shifted, 
which action tilted its axis and sent a wave from other 
lands to the poles. This theory failed to take root from 
various reasons, chiefly because men could not be made 
to believe that a shifting of the earth's gravity could lt 
the axis, for it could make no difference where the center 
of gravity be placed, the hemispheres on either side of 
it would weigh the same from the very nature of the 
problem. Besides, it would seem impossible for the poles 
to swing suddenly out of position, even if they could 
become tilted. And further, if they could suddenly throw 
an ocean about the pole by a change of gravity and axis 
tilting, how could that bury the mammoth under vast 
masses of snow, for they are today locked down in 
glacier ice, and glacier ice is packed and solidified snow. 

Another theory that found favor for a while was that 
a change occurred in the direction of oceanic currents. 
A warm current running toward the Arctic would tem- 
per the climate, as the Gulf Stream today affects the cli- 
mate of the British Isles. A change by which a cold 
current would supplant a warm one, would certainly 
bring about a colder, and it may be frigid, condition; 
but these currents could not possibly change places sud- 
denly, and even if they could do so, they could not pile 
enows so rapidly over the mammoth hordes feeding in 
their pastures, that they could not bp allowed time to

Dr, Herz’s Guess. 


Dr. Herz says that his mammoth must have been 
foraging on the brink of a precipice, and, after taking a 
tuft of hay into his mouth, suddenly fell and was in- 
stantly killed. But here again we are confronted by the

snow. But how are we to reconcile the snow bank at the 
foot of a precipice in a climate sufficiently Arctic to 
freeze a mammoth and yet sufficiently mild to afford 
him pasturage on the precipice top? Then again it is a 
little out of order for a mammoth to feed on the top of 
a precipice or pinnacle. 7 

It seems very likely that the Arctic world was subject 
to a climate somewhat wintry, as these animals are 
covered with a thick coat of hair to adapt them to their 
environment. 

Another theory very generally advocated is the eleva- 
tion of the Arctic regions, so high as to place it in the 
region of eternal snow; but here again the philosopher 
says continents cannot be suddenly elevated. Doubt- 
less a great elevation will bring about a cold climate, 
but it is again said to be impossible to cover a continent 
with snow by freezing it. Snow-forming is work, re- 
quiring an expenditure of heat. So said the immortal 
Lydall. To make a continent cold is to take the fires 
from the engine, and stop its works. Heat is needed to 
form vapor, and snow will not form unless you have iG 


The Annular Theory. 

It seems that a theory is needed that can account for 
a warm climate, affording provender all over the Arctic 
world, where once the mammoth luxuriated, and which 
continued warm for a vast length of time to allow such 
hordes of mammals to breed and occupy that region. 
Then, too, the same theory must account for a sudden 
desolating fall of snow upon a land of abounding lite. 
There is such a theory being advocated by some which 
seems in a very satisfactory way to account for both of 
these north-world conditions, I will present it as I un- 
derstand it: 7 

It asks us to believe that some of the earth’s prim- 
itive watery vapors lingered about this pianet till very 
late in geological times, even down to the advent of 
man. These vapors, it is supposed, revolved about the 
earth as a world-canopy, just as similar vapors revolve 
about the planets Jupiter and Saturn today. Such a 
canopy, it is claimed, would be competent to modify the 
climate of the whole earth, even causing a temperate 
climate about the poles, and ample pasturage for the 
mammath and his congeners. 

Now, astronomers say that Jupiter is at times dropping 
portions of his canopy or watery envelope at his poles. 
If this be true, and if law presides universally in the 
evolution of worlds, we are asked to admit that earth’s 
canopy of lingering vapors, competent during its exist- 
ence to make a warm climate, was also competent in its 
fall in the polar regions to desolate a land of exuberant 
life. Certainly we can place no metes and bounds to 
such avalanches of world snows, nor can we put any 
estimate upon its suddenness. Such snow falls may have 
covered polar pastures and their feeding hordes hun- 
dreds of feet deep in a single day or in an hour. 

There seems to be nothing unnatural or improbable 
in this canopy theory, and through it, we escape the al- 
ternative of making the earth cold in order to cover it 
with snows. For here we cover it with snows to make 
it cold, just as Tyndall demanded half a century ago. 
Then, too, @ this theory be true, we have an all-com- 
“petent cause for all the “glacial epochs” and all the 
“deluges” the earth ever saw. It would appear then that 
Dr. Herz's mammoth is a “moabite stone” in the path of 
the geologist. For if some of the primitive vapors lin- 
ger about the earth till the mammoth died, then some 
of them may have fallen.in grand installments through 
all the “ages.” In fact, the ages may have been more or 
| less modified and regulated by them, and the geologist 
may fing the canopy’s impress all through the past from 
Mona to man.

WOMEN IN THE STOCK YARDS. 


THEY ARE GRADUALLY TAKING THE PLACES OF 
MEN IN CHICAGO’S DISTINCTIVE INDUSTRY. 


[Chicago Tribune:] Slowly but irresistibly, women 


done at the stock yards. Thousands of them are em- 
ployed in the packing and canning factories there, and 
if the business grows as it has done within the last three 
years, thousands more will be used. In no. case, how- 
ever, are the women working at anything but what 
might be termed “kitchen work,” such as cutting dried 
beef, packing cans, stuffing sausages and labeling cans. 
Dread has been aroused by this growth of female labor 
in the yards, and many of the social settlement leaders 
fear the time may come when the girls will use the knife 
even in slaying. So great has this become that Miss 
Mary McDowell of the University of Chicago settlement 
suggested it at a meeting of the Woman's Union Label 
League. 

General opinion in the yards, however, is that the day 
is still far distant when the girls actually will take a 
hand in the killing of even a chicken. Between 5000 and 
6000 women and girls are on the pay roll of the various 
stock yards houses. They form 75 per cent. of the em- 
ployés_ in the canning factories. In both concerns the 
girls, while taking work that once was done by men, 
are hired to do only the lighter grades of labor. In one 
of the rooms where forty girls were busy painting cans, 
and where the fumes of the paint were heavy, all were 
asked if they liked their work, whether they got suf- 
ficient pay and whether they were willing to give up 
their places to men. 

“Like my work?” asked Jennie Laughlin. “Sure, I 
do. The pay beats that of my sister down on State street 
all hollow. Why, I was off two days of last week and 
still made $9. Don't think for a minute that I am go- 
ing to give up this job to any man. Cutting him out? 
Sure, I am, but what's the dif’?” 

“The question is right here,” said James Rostande, 
who works in the packing department of Armour & Co. 
“The girls have been coming in here by the hundreds 
and they have taken the light work. There is not a girl 
and never will be a girl or woman who will use the knife 
for slaughtering purposes, but they have taken the easy 
and easy-money-making jobs. Their fingers are more 
deft than ours and where strength is not necessary they 
are doing well. I am under the impression that no man 
has been forced out of work, but they have been forced 
out of easy work.” 8 5 
The girls cut and pack dried beef and label ihe cans, 
Beef is cooked for extracts and then packed by them. 
They clean and pare vegetables and put them into cans 
for use. The meat extras are trimmed and cut up by 
them. All this is called “kitchen work.” In addition to 
that, the canning companies have their girls solder the 
cans and feed the tin machines. 


THE SMOOTH NICKEL GOOD. | 

The custom of street-car conductors to refuse smooth 
nickels, presumably in accordance with orders from their 
managers, has been given a severe blow by Judge Ryan 
of the Circuit Court in St. Louis. The St. Lou's Transit 
Company was sued for damages by John Ruth, a pas- 
senger who had been ejected from a car because he in- 
sisted that the conductor should receive a smooth nickel 
for fare. The complainant was awarded $2000. Judge 
Ryan said: | 

“There is no such thing, as assumed by the defendant, 
as a nickel of less than full face value. A gold coin may

OUR HUNGRIEST BIRD. 


SOMETHING OF INTEREST ABOUT THE CORMO- 
RANT, SOMETIMES CALLED THE “SHAG.” 


By a Special Contributor. 


UI received a letter recently from a lady who lives 

in one of our coast towns, asking me to describe, 
through the columns of The Times Magazine, a bird 
known to her ag the “shag.” Where on earth this un- 
couth name originated, or what connection there can be 
between such a word and the trim body of one of 
the most active of our sea birds, is a mystery to me. 
However, the bird to which she referred is the cor- 
morant, found in all lands, both ciate the coast and on 
inland waters. 

In the United States alone there are eleven spe- 
cies, while in the countries bordering on the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, along the China coast and on the shores of 
India there are dozens of varieties, many’of which have 
probably never been classified. The cormorant is closely 
related to the pelicans, the boobys and the man-o’-war 
birds, the last two seldom if ever seen along our 
coast. All these birds are noted for their abilities as 
fishermen, but the cormorant heads the list. Its wings 
can be closed so tightly that they do not impede its 
progress under water, the tail serves as a rudder, and 
the feet (broadly webbed like those of a duck) act as 
paddies. By these means the cormorant darts through 
the water at a speed far exceeding that of any of the 
fishes, while its long, snake-like neck gives it the power 
ok darting its beak with great force and rapidity. 

A hook which nature has placed on the end of this 
bird's upper mandible prevents the unfortunate fish from 
escaping. Such a provision has also been made in the 
case of the hawks and owls, and for the very same rea- 
son. The cormorant is also a diver, though not by 
any means the equal of the loons and grebes described 
a month or two ago, nor is it a flyer of any ability, pre- 
ferring to trust to its swiftness under water, where it 
has no enemies. 

Cormorants in genera] are voracious eaters, and I 
have heard certain small boys called little cormorants” 
—though of course none of these were among the read- 
ers of The Times’ children's page. In the days of Charles 
I of England, cormorants were kept by the King and his 
nobles for the purpose of catching fish. So far did this 
fad go that there was an official at the court known 

as the “King’s Master of the Cormorants.” This was, 
4 course, in imitation ef the sport of falconry, pre- 


viously much encouraged by European rulers. The rest- | 


ing place and general home of the cormorant is on rocky 
and uninhabited islands or precipitous mainland coasts. 

From the ledges and shelving rocks of such localities 
it can easily dive to safety, dropping noiselessly from 
great hetghts into the water and swimming beneath 
the surface for long distances. 

In China much of the sea fishing is done by means 
of these birds, a ring being clasped about their necks 
in order to prevent their swallowing such fish as they 
may capture. To this ring a long cord is attached, the 
fishérman holding the free end of the cord. After the 
capture of a fish the bird is drawn slowly back to the 
boat, the fish taken from its beak and a small piece 
of meat given as an incentive to more work. The av- 
erage fisherman has six or eight such birds and seldom 
' fishes with either seine or hook and line. 

On the coast of Los Angeles county there are three 
species of cormorants, about equally abundant and breed- 
ing commonly on Santa Barbara and other coast isl- 
ands. These are, the Farallon cormorant (s0-named 
from the islands where most plentiful,) Brandt's cor- 
morant and Baird’s cormorant. The first two are prob- 
ably the ones most commonly seen about Newport, Long 
Beach and San Pedro the year round, as the latter con- 
fines itself more commonly to the outer islands. The first

species deposits its eggs about the last week in May, 
laying from three to five eggs in a nest composed of sea- 
weed, driftwood, etc., and placed on any ledge or shelf 
of rock the cliffs afford. These eggs are about two and 
one-half inches long by one and one-half wide, light 
greenish blue in color and coated with a chalky “wash.” 
Both male and female sit on the eggs during the period 
of incubation. The young cormorants are ugly, black 
little things, and leave their nests for the water just as 
soon as they are feathered. The eggs of all the cor- 
morants are exactly alike in color, number and shape, 
but vary a little in size. They nest in huge colonies, 
like most sea birds, and, on some islands, their eggs 


are regularly taken for sale in mainland markets.

WASHING DAY IN MANY COUNTRIES. 

The hardest-worked washerwomen in the world are 
the Koreans. They have to wash about a dozen dresses 
for their husbands, and they have plenty to do. The 
washing is usually done in cold water, and often in run- 


ning streams. The clothes are pounded with paddies | 


until they shine like a shirt front fresh from a Chinese 
laundry. 

The Japanese rip their garments apart for every 
washing, and they iron their clothes by spreading them 
on a flat board and leaning this up against the house 
to dry. The sun takes the wrinkles out of the clothes, 
The Japanese 
woman does her washing out of doors. Her washtub 
is not more than six inches high. She gets the dirt out 
of the clothes by rubbing them between her hands. 
She sometimes uses Japanese soap, which is full of 
grease, and works away with her bare feet. The 
Chinese girls do their washing in much the same way. 

The washing in Egypt is usually done by the men. 


The Egyptian washerman stands naked on the banks 


of the Nile and slaps the wet clothes, with a noise like 
the shot of a pistol, on the smooth stones at the edge 
of the running water, and such fellah women as wash 
pound the dirt out of their clothes in the same way. 
French women pound the dirt out, and often slap the 


clothes on the stones, as the Egyptians do.—[Golden

CHICAGO A GREAT PORT. “* 

In the thirty years since 1870, Chicago's shipping has 
more than quadrupled, and in the tonnage of arrivals 
and clearances Chicago now ranks fourth among the 
ports of the world, following London, New York and 
Hamburg. 

The latest figures relating to this matter are: London, 
16,529,095 tons; New York, 16,445,320; Hamburg, 14,198.- 
817; Chicago, 14,186,100; Antwerp, 13,573,472; Liverpool, 
11,818,000, and Marseilles, 9,629,114. 

Chicago leads all United States ports except New York 
in tonnage and the constant extension of lake traffic 
has added not only to the commerce of Chicago, but 
likewise very largely to the commerce of Cleveland, now 
a very important port of entry; Detroit, Buffalo, Mil- 
-waukee, Duluth and Toledo. 

The chief articles of commerce on the lakes are 
wheat, four, coal, iron and lumber. In 1871 the number 


of bushels of wheat passing through the Soo Canal was 


1,376,705, while last year the number of bushels was 60,- 
600,000, or more than forty times as much as in 1871.
